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ROOSEVELT AT JACKSON’S TOMB. 

Returning to Washington from St. Louis and 
Memphis, President Roosevelt will visit the tomb 
of Jackson, near Nashville. 

When the present chief magistrate was a cal- 
low writer of slap-dash biography and history he 
did not have a high opinion of Jackson. As an 
amateur in politics Mr. Roosevelt in early life fell 
under the influence of the civil service reform- 
ers. They were wise and sincere men and they 
had a correct idea, but they tithed of anise and 
cummin and neglected the weightier matters of 
the law. 

These gentlemen were so intent upon their re- 
form and they examined American statesmen at 
such close range with respect to their attitude 
toward the civil service that they lost sight of 
everything else. 

Thus when Mr. Roosevélt, with the ripe judg- 
ment of 25 or thereabouts, undertook to esti- 
mate the political services of Andrew Jackson 
he did so with a vision distorted by the notion 
that a spoilsman could not by any possibflity be 
anything else 

Probably Mr. Roosevelt is better qualified now 
to consider the character if his great predeces- 
sor than he was in the early 80's. He has been 
President himself and he has had experience 
which must have shown him that, while appoint- 
ments to office are important, they are not the 
weightiest of the duties which fall upon the ex- 
ecutive. 

No doubt also he is now capable of perceiving 
that what he and others once looked ‘upon as a 
vulgar spoils outbreak in Jackson’s time was in 
reality something of much greater importance 
than that. 

The fact is that the people can hardly be said 
to have come into possession of the Federal Gov- 
ernment until Andrew Jackson took office. His 
inauguration was the first that was largely at- 
tended by the people.

SEEING THE BACK OF THE EYE. 

The French scientist, Dr. Forlin, has discovered 
that the light from a mercury vapor lamp, passing 
through two sheets of blue glasg and reflected into 
the eye by a large lens, reveals the internal condi- 
tion infinitely better than the ordinary white light. 
By placing @ screen with a pinhole between the light 
and the eye a magnified image of the vessels at the 
back of the retina, which have been hitherto almost 
invisible, has been obtained. The capillary veins, 
the diameter of which is only two-thousandths of a 
millimeter, are seen to distend with each heartbeat, 
and it is even possible to count the blood globules. 

THREAD FROM WOOD FIBER. 

Xyloin is the name given by its manufacturers, ,a 
German firm at Plauen, to a kind of paper thread 
made from wood fiber. According to the descrip- 
tions given in various technical publications, this 
new product can be used in the looms in the same 
way that cotton and linen yarns are used. The 
thread is not brittle, and has a hard surface; it 
has great tensile strength, and is capable of be- 
ing woven into all manner of cloth, from pocket 
handkerchiefs to floor carpets. Xyloin neither 
shrinks nor stretches to any appreciable degree, 
and moisture has no particular effect upon it. It 
is susceptible to dyes to a considerably greater ex- 
tent than cotton and linen, while the price is oniy 
one-third that of the former and one-tenth that of 
the latter material. . 

THIRTEEN ALPINE TUNNELS. 

The amazing speed with which one great engineer- 
ing project succeeds another is a feature of the time, 
but the way in which the Alps are being pierced is 
little short of marvelous. Of the 13 long tunnels that 
have been seriously proposed, and for which actual 
surveys have been made, five have been constructed, 
and some of the others are a good deal more than 
possibilities. A contract has been already made for 
the cutting of the second or parallel tunnel under the 
Simplon, and the plans call for a passage a foot wider 
than the first, and for a special culvert at the side for 
the discharge of the hot water which nearly wrecked 
the original enterprise. The latest of the Mont 
Blane tunnel] schemes is that which the Turin au- 
thorities are promoting. It is to connect Aosta and 
Chamonix, and is designed to pass under the great 
mountain at an elevation above the sea of about 3200 
feet. The tunnel proper will be 11.18 miles long, or 
nearly as large as the Simplon. If one-half of the 
tunnel projects that are being exploited shall be car- 
ried out within the present or the next generation, 
the first part of the twentieth century will win for

The traveler can go north, 
south, east or west when he wishes, stop as niany 
days as he wishes at one poinf, and has no neéd to 
worry about tickets or luggage. Motor tourists on 
the Continent are brought mucR more into touch 
with national life than the railway traveler, who, 
passing through Europe on a train de luxe, from one 
hotel de luxe to another, finds all Europe alike, sees 
nothing of national costume or habit, and hears little 
except his own language.” 


GETTING AT THE SECRET OF STEEL.

Notwithstanding the fact that America leads the 
world in the steel business, and has facilities unap- 
proached by any other country, yet when it comes 
to the finest steels. some of the foreign metals seem 
to possess advantages peculiar to themselves. 

A celebrated chemist announces as a result of a 
long series of tests that it is his belief that the pres- 
ence of vanadium in some of the Swedish ores ac- 
counts for the peculiar,excellence of Swedish spring 
steel. 

A number of photographs were taken which showed 
in cross section of a bar of vanadium steel enlarged 
many times, and it was seen that each molecule was 
securely linked to the next by an arm or a claw. 
The entire structure was, so to speak, knitted to- 
gether. This was not the case with even the best 
grades of chrome nickel steel. This interlocking of 
the molecules, he believes, is what gives vanadium 
steel its pecullar fatigue-resisting qualities, This, al- 
though an unusual theory, sounds plausible.

F the two. civilizations which sprang up al- 
most contemporaneously with one another, the

NLY God is absolute owner of any- 

¢ thing. Our titles hang on our 50- 
clal order. We are more the 
Slaves of our bodies than their masters, 
and may be stripped of our flesh any day.

The truth is 
that the very powers of body and mind 
that gather mere things are the gifts 
of God, even though they come to us 
through channels that we call natural, 
And of their uses we must give an ac- 
count to the Giver.

The great majority of children, says 
Grancher, who come to autopsy in the hospitals show 
tuberculosis of the bronchial glands not recognized 
during life. Naegeli of Zurich found that 33 per cent 
of children had tuberculosis of the glands and Comby 
that 37 per cent were affected. 

In the children's clinie of the 
pensary of Cleveland, 504 children, up to the ages 
of 16, who have been associated with a case of tuber- 
culosis in their homes have been examined. 

In one school district of 1420 families, 572 fam- 
ilies were visited and 67 cases of adult tuberculosis 
found. In the 57 houses in which these cases were 
found 151 children were exposed to infection, If the 
Same rate of adult cases prevailed throughout the 
district and the number of children also averaged in 
the same way, we should have in this school district, 
assuming that the figures found in the dispensary are 
correct, 27 cases of positive pulmonary tuberculosis 
and 54 that are strongly suspected of having tuber- 
culosis.

The elaborate soutache braiding by hand in patterns 
will this season be called soutache embroideries to 
distinguish them from the ordinary soutache trim- 
ming, which is merely a braiding. 

The flat discs in soutache and the serpentine effects 
are especially good when combined with other braids. 

Soutache is used to cover button molds and loops 
of soutache outline buttonholes. These especially are 
eflective on heavy materials, including furs. 

Heavy effects are noted in the new radium braids, 
and in some of these the designs are outlined with 
soutache. These are quite the newest thing. There 
are innumerable patterns, and aide braids as well as 
band braids are shown in quantities. Many of them 
are worked with narrow silk braid to bring out the 
particular designs. Some of the radiums are woven 

of gimp and narrow braid, and the inevitable swas- 
tika or good-luck designs are shown in fine braid 
on the background of a much heavier braid. 

Fluted braids are another novelty. Some of these 
are pulled and tacked and form attractive designs, 
and others have a loose edge, which can be pulled 
into flutings. 

Large button molds covered with silk are then 
braided in soutache embroidery in many beautiful 
coverings, sometimes in Oriental effects. These are 
imported from Paris, and are expensive, as they are 
necessarily hand-made. 

Large and beautiful jeweled buttons or cabochons 
will be used on fur garments, and also on velvet 
coats. 

In smaller buttons the Japanese cloisonne, enamel, 
and other fancy buttons will be used. The passe- 
menterie and crochet buttons for tailored costumes 
will appear in numbers, as buttons are being used td 
trim skirts and coats as well as for their utilitarian 
purposes. 

Bone, metal, and cloth covered buttons all will be 
used on tailored costumes. Braid and fabric coy- 
ered buttons carrying out the design of the costumes 
are, as in the Dast, to be much used, and these also 
will be used in trimming skirts.

PRESERVES. 


EPTEMBER preserving is by all odds the most 
S pleasant of the fruit season. The days are 

much cooler, fruits are abundant and cheap 
and the preserving and -pickling ts of the pungent, 
spicy nature that Is a distinct relief after the earlier 
preserves of a cloying nature. Such fruits and vege- 
tables as are now in the market should he bought 
early in the morning and cooked immediately. Here 
are some old-fashioned recipes which it will pay even 
a city woman to try. If the ingredients are bought 
at the proper figure, the results will be much caeaper 
than factory-made articles. 

The grape season is now at its height nearly ali 
over the country. Here are the three suggestions 
for tasty grape condiments: 

Grape butter—Separate the pulp and the skin of 
the grapes. After boiling the pulp, strain fit through 
a coarse sieve. Mix this with the skins and then 
measure. Bojl half an hour, then add to it a pint of 
sugar to each quart of grapes and cook them until 
thick and jelilied. 





Grape catsup—Take nine pounds of strained grapes, 
five pounds of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of cinnamon, 
allspice, cloves and one-fourth spoon of red pepper. 
Boll thie together until thick and when cool thin with 
vinegar. 


Spicer grapes—Pour over five pounds of sugar as 
little vinegar as will dissolve it, six cloves, q stick 
of cinnamon and boil {t to a thick syrup. Pour this 
hot over seven pounds of grapes, picked from the 
stems, and let it stand over night: drain off the 
syrup, let this boll, and pour over the fruit again. 
Repeat this process three times. 


The large late peaches are particularily wel) suited 
to both pickling and brandying. 


Brandied peaches—Take four pounds of peaches, the 
same weight of sugar, and one pint of brandy. Peel 
the fruit, place the sugar over it and let it stand 
over night.

until the peaches are clear. Lift the fruit care:ully 
into jars. Boil the syrup until quite thick, add the

William Elliott Smith Wants 
Traction Co. to Donate 
Same Amount.

In the interests of civic improvement, 
William Elliott Smith has signified his 
intention of ceding to the city of Alton 
a tract of 6) acres of land to be used 
as a public park. The gift was made 
with the condition that the Alton Gran- 
ite and St.+«Louis Traction Co. will 
consent to give to the city Rock Springs 
Park to be used in connection with his 
fown gift. The entire tract will com- 
pose about 120 acres of land and is ad- 
mirably suited for a city park. 

The co-operation of the traction com- 
pany is practically assured. L. C. 
Haynes, manager of the East St. Louis 
and Suburban lines, is at present in 
Philadelphia arranging for the transfer. 

William Elliot Smith is preside..t of 
the Illinois Glass Co. He has, for years, 
been an ardent advocate of civic im- 
provement in Alton. His first interest 
in the matter was taken several years | 
ago when, with his family, he was| 
touring Europe. At that time he wrote | 
to Alton officials and offered to donate | 
$1500 annually to a civic improvement | 
league which should try to make Alton | 
as beautiful as some of the cities he 
visited. The league was never formed. 

Mr. Smith has become a millionaire 
and the president of the largest giass , 
factory in the world. When he first | 
started the Illinois Glass Co., some % 
years ago, it amounted to nothing, and 
was the prey for Eastern corporations. 

He would not submit to sell to the 
trust, however, and, when ap agent of 
a large Eastern concern came into his 
territory and sold goods cheaper than 
he was offering them, Mr. Smith imme- 
diately packed his grip and invaded the 
enemies territory. He won. 

The park Mr. Smith proposes will be 
one of the most beautiful places in this 
part of the country. The entire tract 
is deeply wooded, and the hilly nature 
of the greund will lend itself to beautiful 
scenic development. 

For maintenance purposes the park 
commission proposes to levy a tax of 
two mills on the dollar. It is probable 
that in addition to his gift of land Mr. 
Smith will contribute largely to laying 
out the park.

Women Dress in the Latest 


Paris Fashion, but De - 
Not Wear Skirts. 


E. V. Kellett was in town yesterday 
looking after business of the Seneca 
Pank at Seneca, Mo., of which hoe is 
president, and incidentally he met a 
number of old friends. Every one of 
Mr. Kellett’s old friends is always giad 
when he comes to town, as he is so full 
of stories of the Orient, having spent 
ll years in Slam—“‘where the women 
wear no skirts.” 

“It’s a fact that the women In Slam 
wear no skirts,” he said to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter and a party of friends. 
“They wear the same sort of trousers. 
the men do. .The garment is called a 
‘penung.’ And the wonien are proud 
of the garment, because it is a badge of 
patriotism. 

“The women have worn this dress for 
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about 125 years. Prior to that time they 


wore skirts like the women of Burmah _ 


and other neighboring countries. When 
the Slamese, after meeting with nationa) 
reverses, decided to build their present 
capital, Bangkok, it was found neces- 
sary for all the women, as well as the 
men, to aid in erecting ite great walls 
and its national buildings. They found 
that skirts interfered with their work.. 
So an imperil edict was issued directing 
them to wear the ‘penung,” like their 
brothers. Bangkok is a beautiful city 
today; it is a thoroughly elvilized com- 
munity, and there i# no need for the 
women to work. 


Still Wear “Penung.” 

“But they still wear the ‘penung’ and 
they aré proud of it. At the imperial 
balls and receptions given by the King 
in the palace at Bangkok, all the Siam- 
ese women are skirtless. Even the 
Queen of Siam wears the ‘penung.’ The 
only time I ever saw her wear a skirt 
was at a fancy dress ball, when she 
wore it just like women in thie country 
would wear any sort of strange dress 


} as & novelty. 


“The genung consists of one long plece 
of cloth which !s easily and gracefully 
adjusted and tied by a Slamese. Siamese 
men wear it with a claw-hammer coat 
and full-dress vest, and it makes a most 
effective combination. The women in 
Slamese society wear the very latest 
French creations in everything except 
skirts. 

Vice-Cousul General, 

Mr. Kellett became intimately familiar 
with official life at the King’s palace 
in Bangkok during the four years he 
was vice-consul general there. He 
drifted to Siam on business in the 
Orient, fell in with John Barrett, then 
Minister to Siam, and secured an ap- 
polntment as vice-consul general at 
Bangkok from President Cleveland dur- 
ing his second term. 

While holding this office he invested 
in the teak wood industry and, when 
President McKinley named a Republican 
successor to him, Kellett remained to 
develope his teak wood interests and 
incidentally masaing much money for 
himself. It was in this industry that 
the Seneca bank president became the 
owner of a herd of elephants. : 

“J had almost one hundred elephants,”* 
he sald, “but 1 hever cou.. manage to 
get the even hundred. Some would al- 
ways die before 1 realized my ambition 
of reaching the century mark. 

Elephants Deo the Work. 

“But my herd was probably the larg- 
est of any teak wood desser in Siam. 
Elephants are used to drag the timber 
to the streams, after ft is cut. The tim- 
ber is floated down the streams: Fre- 
quently the logs get jammed and the 
elephants are used again to break the 
jam and set the logs floating again.

Launch Luella Touches at St. 
Louis in Long Wan- 
derings. 


IS OFF FOR THE GULF

After covering more than 29,000 miles 
in five years the good launch Luella, 
containing Horace W. Avery, wife and 
son, left St. Louls yesterday afternoon 
for @ cruise to the Guif of Mexico. Av- 
ery is a native of Detroit and the last 
time he visited his home was 4 year ago. 

Since then he has traveled through all 
of the Great Lakes with the exception 
of Lake Superior.

With Support of Priests He Dedi- 
cates St. Matthews’ 
Edifice. 


BUILT AT COST OF $80,000 


Parish Founded Only Fourteen 
Years Ago Has 400 Fam- 
ilies Now. 








The new St. Matthew’s Church at 5a- 
rah street and Kennerly avenue, will be 
dedicated this morning, Archbishop 
Glennon officiating. Rev. Father J. J. 
Conway will deliver the sermon and 
Rev. Father Joseph F. ‘Shields, the pas- 
tor, will assist in the services. 

The parish was founded by Father 
Shields 14 years ago, and at the end 
of the first year had 150 families. It 
now has 400, with a strong church fund. 
rhe new cnurch was built at an estl- 
mated cost of $80,000. 


Archbishop Kenrick, under whose in-, 


structions the parish was founded, vis- 
ited it soon after the first church was 
built and predicted that it would in 
time become a thriving parish. Mem- 
bers of the parish hold that in the new 
church this prophecy is fulfilled. 

A parish school is being built, one 
story being ready for occupancy. The 
remaining two stories are to be com- 
pleted. The school has 500 students. 

The church is Gothic in design, 150x7) 
feet, and has statues of the four 
Evangelists, Matthew, Mark, Luke and 
John, for exterior decorations. The 
head of St. Matthew is burned into 
the transom over the door. 

There are six confessionals on each 
side of the church and one shrine on 
each side, with statues of St. Anthony 
and Our Lady of Perpetual Succor. 

The central altar of Carrara marble 
inlaid with onyx was donated by Pat- 
rick Egan, and is reputed to have cost 
$6000. The marble rail is also of Carrara 
marble and was the gift of Mrs. Mary 
Farley in memory of her brother, John 
M, Duffy. 

Below the altar a copy of Da Vinci's 
“Last Supper’ is carved in bas re- 
lief. 

Arches separate the side aisles, but 
the center is unsupported by columns 
and rises in vaulted Gothic lines to an 
immense central star.

| ligion of Rome. The language of the 
story is so simple and graphic that chil- 
dren cannot help understanding and re- 
membering. 

With the story of Constantine told, the 
story of St. Leo the Great followed. 
Then came Gregory the Great. The 
stories are brief, but cover the subjects. 

After Mrs. Portuondo had told her 
children the stories of the historical 
characters, she wrote out what she had 
told. Then she revised the stories and 
submitted them to a publisher. They 
were purchased at once, and have been 
issued under the title of ‘“‘True His- 
torical Stories for Children.”’

The affidavit was sworn to last April 
in the law offices of Ex-Gov. W. 58. 
Taylor of Kentucky. Mrs. Clark, whose 
maiden name was Williams, lived, at the 
time of Goebel’s murder, at Mount Ster- 
ling,- Ky. Her cousin, Miss Gertrude 
King, according to the affidavit, was 
“keeping eompany” with Jehn Sanford 
of Sandringham, Ky., an attorney whose 
father was killed by William Goebel In 
a fight in Covirigton, Ky., some years 
ago. The fight was the result of a po- 
litical quarrel. 

Mrs. Clark swears that on the day 
Goebel was murdered she and her cous- 
in, Miss King, went to Frankfort, Ky., 
and that they started te enter the State- 
heuse by the rear entrance. 


Says She Recognised Them, 

While they were on the steps a shot 
was fired. They noticed a man stand- 
ing just inside the door whom they 
recognized as Sanford. A moment later 
a second man came running out of the 
building, dressed as a mountaineer, and 
carrying a rifle. He ran io Sanford and 
said: “I got the -— —."’ The man was 
recognized as Turner Ige by the affi- 
ant. 

Both men ran out of the building, and 
Sanford gave a pair of shoes to Igo, 
who exchanged his boots for them. The 
men then disappeared. 

The affiant states that Igo told her at 
the Mount Sterling depot on June 15, 
1900, that he was going to kill Goebel 
and that she saw him afterwards at 
Jeffersonville, Ind., and that he re- 
minded her that he had fulfilled his 
promise. 

Made Threat, She Swears. 
She also says that Sanford had told 


Gertrude King a few days prior to Goe- 
bel’s ‘murder that he intended to kill 
Goebel, saying: “Here is my chance to 
get revenge. The Legislature has met.”

Threats were made at a meeting of 
representatives of a majority of the lo- 
cal ‘odges. of the Knights and Ladies 
of Honor at Sheridan Hall, 2801 Franklin 
avenue, last night that the Missouri 
membership of the order would secede 
fiom the national body: if its supreme 
officers did not accord it better treat- 
ment.

Ladies of Honor in Missouri. Crites 
was further authorized to go to Indian- 
apolis and institute proceedings in the 
courts there to set aside the election of 
L. B. Leckard of Indianapolis as su- 
preme protector of the order. 

Delegates Are Barred, 

These developments resulted from the 
refusal of the supreme lodge at Indian- 
apolis last week to recognize the four 
delegates sent there by Missourl. They 
not only rejected them, but failed to 
name any other delegates to take their 
places, according to statements at last 
night’s indignation meeting, thus ‘de- 
rriving Missouri of representation in the 
governing body of the order. 

“And this when Missouri has paid to 
the supreme treasurer in the past 22 
months $129,000 in assessments more 
than it has withdrawn in benefits,”’ said 
an indignant member last night. 

Attorney Crites will ask Vandiver 
to revoke the licénse of the order in 
Missourl. on the ground that it has 
failed to comply with the Missouri 


statute which provides for a repre- 
sentative form of government for 
fraternal insurance organizations. By 
giving Missouri no representation in 
the supreme lodge, it is claimed, the 
supreme officers have violated this 
Statute. 
| May Disband. 

If Crites’ application is granted, the 
Knights and Ladies of Honor tn Mis- 
souril would virtually be disbanded. 
The supreme officers could continue 
existing business, but it could seek no 
nev’ insurance members. The dissatis- 
fied St. Louis members believe that 
if the application is granted by Van- 
diver, the supreme officers, rather 
than lose Missouri's financial support, 
will comply with the Missouri statute 
we place Missourians on the supreme 

e. 

When Attorney Crites goes to In- 
dianapolis he will ask to have the 
re-election of Lockard as Supreme 
Protector set aside, on the ground 
that the meeting which elected him. 
was illegal, as Missourl was not rep- 
resented. He will ask that the su- 
preme officers be compelted to call a 
new election after seating the Mis- 
souri delegates. 

All the trouble between the Mis- 
souri orgwanigation and the supreme 
lodge and the Supreme Protector has 
developed in the last six montha, John 
D. O’Keefe, Grand Protector for Mis- 
souri, became a candidate for Lock- 
ard's place. He was Vice-Supreme 
Protector. Lockard suspended him 
from his office and appointed George 
E. Cobb in his place. 

Cobb called an. election to choose 
delegate to the Supreme. Lodge, but 
O’Keefe had previousty ‘called one and 
this convention selected Crites and 
three others. It was this quartet the 
oapreme officials refused to recognize, 

obb was admitted to the Supreme 
Council and served on a committee. 
The convention which chose the 
‘turned down” delegation also elected 
Dr. Charles H. Weinsberg chairman. 
He presided at last hight’s meeting. 
O’Keefe did not,attend. He has retired 
from office in the order altogether.

NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—To George B. 
Cortelyou, Secretary of the Treasury 
and manager of President Roosevelt's 

political campaign, the World and Post- 
Dispatch today put 12 questions calculat- 
ed to draw from him a discussion of his 
management of the last national cam- 
paign, especially his handling of trust 
centributions. 

Mr. Cortelyou was seated on the ve- 
randa of his country home near Hunt- 
ington, L. I., overlooking the waters of 
Huntineton Bay and the sound. He 
read Ee hecstione submitted in writing 
and then replied: 

“T have nothing to say.”’ 

‘Why?’ 

“Because the time for me to speak 
has not arrived,” 

“When do you expect to break your 
silence?”’ 

“It may not be leng before I shall 
have something to say. I could answer 
every word of those questions, com- 
pletely and convincingty, but I shall not 
do so.” 

“It has been said, Mr. Cortelyou, that 
by your silence you are receiving the 
criticism which should be leveled at 
others.”’ 

Absolutely Nothing to Say. 

“That may be,” he replied, “but I can 
stand it for awhile longer. I am con- 
scious of my own integrity in this mat- 
ter. Let me repeat what I said in the 
first place, that I have absolutely noth- 
ing to say, no answer to make to any 
questions concerning carpa‘gn contribu- 
tions. If you desire to publish anything 
from me, please say that and nothing 
more.”’ 

The Secretary of the Treasury is 45 
years old. In the last four years he has 
changed in appearance from a young 
man to one prematurely aged. Even 
now, after a summer of supposed vaca- 
tion he looks tired. He said today that 
was because he had had little oppor- 
tunity to enjoy rest and quiet. 

The Treasury Department has killed 
more secretaries than any other cabinet 
position. Four years ago, before he 
became a cabinet officer, a manager of 
-political campaigns and a collector of 
campaign funds, Mr. Cortelyou was the 
youngest man of his years in Washing- 
ton. His hair was black, his eyes were 
keen and wideawake, his face was free 
from the lines of care or responsibility. 
Today his hair is white, his closely 
trimmed mustache is sprinkled plentiful- 
ly with gray. Around his dark brown 
eyes there is a look of labor’s burden 
and down around his mouth are lines 
of worry. 

Bliss Handled Money, It Is Said.

With John D. Rockefeller as leader, 
because his share in the Ot] Trust 
amounts to more than all of the others 
combined, these five men, with the addi- 
tion of one more, James Stillman, Wil- 
liam Rockefeller’s brother-in-law, have 
used this colossal engine of wealth to 
get control of industrial, commercial and 
financial combinations which have a 
combined capital of over five billions of 
dollars. 

What this power of wealth and organ- 
ization means is apparent in the every- 
day life of millions of citizens of this 
Republic. The control of 500 great cor- 
porations, including 60 per cent of the 
railroads, means the fixing of prices or 
products, manufactured and natural, the 
entire ouput of which is controlled by 
this group of six men.

The women sympathizers of. the strik- 
ing cutters of the Independent Boot and 
Shoe Workers’ Union held an overflow 
meeting at Walhalla Hall, at Tenth and 
Franklin avenue, at 2 p. m. yesterday, 
with between two and three hundred 
present. 

Miss Ollie Harrison, who lost her po- 
sition in a non-union factory three days 
after she had become a member of the 
union, presided and introduced eight 
men who addressed the girls. The 
speeches brought applause from the 
young women who formed the audi- 
ence. 

The doctrine of reciprocity made a hit 
when one of the speakers assured the 
girls that their sympathy in the present 
strike will never be forgotten and any 
demand ever made will be backed by all 
the members of the allied shoe crafts. 

Some Make Good Wages, 

Among the women shoeworkers the 
wage scale varies from $ or $5 for 
beginners to $25 or $30 for expert work- 
ers. All were assured of financial and 
moral support in the strike if they need- 
ed the money they would lose while out 
on strike. 

‘When the boss lays you off for a day, 
two days or a week or more, at his con- 
venience, you manage to get along, and

Wife of John J. White Says 
Mrs. Carter Was Friend 
of Family. 





NEW YORK, Sept. 21.—A mysterious 
motive lies behind the tragic death by 
a bullet of Mrs. Marguerite Carter at 
the home of John Jay White, Jr., a 
wealthy retired stock broker at 103 East 
Fifty-seventh street. The police and 
Coroner Dooley, while admitting them- 
selves utterly unable to explain the act, 
declare that the woman committed sui- 
cide. 

Mrs. Carter, who was 38 years old and 
pretty, had been known for several 
years as an enthusiastic worker for the 
Ss. P. C. A. and the Bide-a-Wee Home. 
Through her energies on this sphere she 
met Jchn Jay White. 

According to the stories told the po- 
lice Mrs. Carter had meen cordially re- 
ceived into the family of Mr. White. 
She appears to have been a frequent 
visitor and Mrs. White herself declares 
that she treated the woman as one of 
the family.

‘with her for a while, but returned to 
the city two weeks ago. Mrs. Carter 
visited Mr. White at his home after his 
return. Dr. G. VY. Foster of 109 East 
Eighteenth street, who has been the 
physician of the White family and of 
Mrs. Carter, says her visits were made 
in the capacity of nurse and as an old 
friend of the family. 

Dr. Foster was in his office at 5 
o’clock Wednesday evening, when he re- 
ceived a telephone message from Mrs. 
Carter. She was at Mr. White’s home, 
and told the doctor that Mr. White had 
suffered a sudden attack of heart fail- 
ure Dr. Foster hurried to the house 
and found Mr. White in a state of wild 
exciternent. Te was obliged to admin- 
ister opiates.

arrived at 6 o’clock, and found 
White alone. Mrs. Carter had 
without a word of explanation. 

White Talked Incoherently. 

Mr. Whiie awoke and began to talk 
in an incoherent manner.

The woman, screaming violently. fell 
upon a lounge in the front room.

Cleeland sent for Dr. Foster. When 
he arrived Mrs. Carter was dead. In- 
stead of notifying the police, Dr. Foster 
sent word to Coroner Dooley, who 
reached the White residence at 6 o’clock. 
The Coroner was quick to pronounce it 
a case of suicide and signed a certifi- 
cate permitting the immediate removal 
of the body. 

Mrs. White, according to Dr. Foster. 
had been notified early the duy before 
of her husband's condition in a tele- 
‘gram sent by_Mrs. Carter, and he krew 
ehe was hurrying toward the city from 
bar Harbor. 

Mrs. White arrived in the city at 8:30 
o'clock, and after breakfast at the 
Hotel Belmont proceeded to her home. 
She was met at the door by Cleeland, 
who told her that Mrs. Carter had 
kiled herself. Mrs. White rushed to her 
hesane bedroom and fourd him in 
colla White, after the shooting, had 
pace ee floor of his bedroom until he 
fell from exhaustion.

FARMERS’ GAIN BY 
$704,000 CANAL 
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Big EastSide Drainage Scheme 
to Dry Up Fine Fish- 
ing Lakes, 








The drainage of the chain of lakes ad- 
joining East St. Louis, to be completed 
within the next year, will deprive a 
great army of St. Louis fishermen and 
their families of their favorite week-end 
vacation pleasures. The lakes have be- 
come known as the ‘Fishermen's Para- 


dise,”’ and are the nearest good fishing 
grounds accessible to St. Louis by trol- 
ley. The lakes and their banks are 
filled with fishers and pleasure-seekers 
from Saturday nights until Monday 
mornings. 

The water in the lakes is backwater 
from the Mississippi River during high 
water and is stocked with fish. The 
water which brings delight to the an- 
glers is not so welcome to the farmers 

ih outskirts of East St. Louis, as it 
overi ows their property. This caused 
the agitation resulting in the drainage 
scheme. 

This destruction of the fishing resorts, 
sounding the victory of the farmers over 
the anglers, will cost approximately 
$204,000 and will reclaim 7000 acres of 
land valued at $3,000,000. It will also 
benefit the entire 27,000 acres in the 
drainage district overflowed during high 
water seasons. 

Fishing Rights on Dry Land. 

A unique feature of the drainage is 
that Fred B. Harding of East St. Louis, 
one of the drainage commissioners, owns 
131 acres in Pittsburg Lake on which 
he has leased the fishing privileges for 
two years to Frank Payeur, another 
drainage commissioner. When the lakes 
are drained Mr. Payeur will find himself 
paying rent for a year for fishing priv- 
ileges on dry land. Nevertheless both 
commissioners are working in behalf of 
the drainage on account of the benefits 
to the land owned by their constituents, 

Mr. Payeur, who lives at French Vil- 
lage,, is the proprietor of the Yellow 
House, made famous by Charles Dick- 
ens. In writing of the trip from. East 
St. Louis to Belleville, Dickens told of 
his stop at the Yellow House, which 
he said was “a stopping point in a bot- 
tomless mire in the Mississsippi Bot- 
toms.”’ 

Since that time the bottoms are not 
so boggy, and Mr. Payeur is enthusi- 
astic in freeing the entire bottoms from 
its ‘‘bottomless’’ condition of former 
years. 

Beginning at Schoenberger Creek, in 
French Village, the drainage canal, on 
its winding course of 12 miles, will pass 
through the lakes and submerged lands, 
emptying into the Mississippi River be- 
low East Carondelet. Schoenberger 
Creek, a treacherous little stream which 
overfiows 3000 acres of land during a 
heavy rain as the water descends into 
the rivulet from the Bluffs, will become 
a peaceable stream with an  Ontlet 
through the drainage canal. 


Lakes In the Chain, 
The lakes are in Centerville 


Township and the chain composes 
Spring, Pittsburg, Goose, Cahokla and 
Centerville Station lakes. Pittsburg 
Lake is the largest in the chain. On its 
waters many steam launches and sail- 
boats carry pleasure parties, and a 
small steamboat has recently been add- 
ed to the-lake fleet. 

Many clubhouses erected by fishing 
clubs line the shores of the lake, and 
from these numerous canoes and skiffs 
dodge here and there as the club mem- 
bers search for the best fish'ng points. 
Before the end of the next fishing sea- 
son these will be only a memory of 
these pleasures. 

The drainage question has vexed the 
farmers of Centerville Station Township 
for many years. In 1870 the American 


Station 





Board of Improvement Co. was char- 
tered under the laws of Illinois as a pri- 
vite corporation, headed by former May- 
or John B. Bowman of East Si. Louls. 
Its object was to drain the American 
Bottoms near East St. Louis, and many 
thousands of dollars were expended. A 
part of the ditch dug under their di- 
rection will be utilized by the pres- 
end Drainage Board.

drainage benefits, the company aban- 
doned the drainage ditch. 

Mm 1878 the present drainage district 
was organized, and a few years ago 
a small canal was dug near the village 
of Centerville. Station and partially 
drained Pittsburg Lake, but it was al- 
lowed to fill up and was abandoned. 

The present canal on a larger and 
more complete scale than ever here- 
tofore attempted will be 20 feet wide at 
the bottom and sloping to the top, where 
it will range from seventy to one hun- 
dred feet wide. The natural drain of 
the land is towards the Mississippi Riv- 
er, and the natural fall will carry the 
water into the river without the use of 
pumps. 

The survey of the route of the canal 
has recently been begun by City En- 
gineer W. J. Crocken of East St. Louis. 
The bonds have been sold and the 
money is now in the treasury.

Raleigh, and John Smith, and Poca- 
hontas all our own? And aren't they 
historical figures that appeal to the 
ima nation of us all? 

fe don’t need to take all our history 
from England. We can e the best 
that is common to the Anglo-Saxon 
race, 

“I believe that pageants such as I 
have seen at St. Albang would be an 
even greater success in America thun 
in England. We haven’f, of course, tne 
mediaeval setting of St. Albans, with 
its hoary old abbey and Elizabethan 
houses, but We can do excellently with 
the material we have.”

Parlor Cars Heavy and Strong 
and Harder to Smash 
Up.

Of the 10,000. nersons. killed and 98,000 
injured in ratlroad wrecks in the United 
States in the year ending June 30, 1906, 
the great majority were in ordinary 
day coaches, and only a very few were 
in Pullman cars. 

There are several reasons why so few 
Pullman passengers are injured or killed 
and why the greater number of injured 
and killed in railroad wrecks were pass- 
engers in. ordinary coaches. The chief 
reason is the flimsy construction of the 
ordinary passenger coach as compared 
with the substantially built, heavy Pull- 
man car. 

An average Pullman car weighs 13,- 
000 pounds. An average day coach 
weighs 90,000. The difference in weight 
is the difference hetween stoutness of 
material used in the two coaches. 

Are Made Strong. . 

A Pullman car is not owned by the 
railroad which runs it. It is owned 
by a private concern and as a simple 
business, money-saving proposition, it is 
built ef the stoutest materials so that 
it will have the greatest possible resist- 
ing power if it is derailed or is caught 
in a collision. 

One seldom hears of a Pullman car 
heing wrecked in a railway accident. It 
very often happens that a Pullman 
coach which has left the track will 
turn over, and over. und yet the dam- 
age to it will be only slight, while a 
passenger coach in the same train will 
be smashed to bits. 

Another reason why a day coach goes 
to smash while the Pullman is unin- 
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gured is because the coach is in between 
the engine and the Pullmans and the 


{heavy Pullman cars act as a battering 


ram against the frail car. 

The most dangerous car in any train 
is the one nearest the engine, and the 
danger decreases the farther the car is 
in the rear. 

Few Rear-End Collisions. 

This is because there are very few 
rear-end collisions. The most of the ac- 
cidents are from head-on collisions or

fines meet the car that will receive the 
greatest impact from cars behind it 
will be the one nearest the engine. The 
same thing happens if a train is de- 
railed. The cars at the rear end of the 
train will pile up against the ones near- 
est the engine and crush them. 

An instance of how day coaches are 
smashed and Pullmans escape wun- 
scratched occurred in the wreck Sept. 25 
upon the Bosten & Maine Railroad in 
New Hampshire, in which 25 were killed 
and 27 injured. In this accident upwards 
of half the passengers in the first coach 
were either instantly killed or were so 
badly mangled they had no chance for 
life. The other passengers in this car, 
with few exceptions, were badly 
maimed. 

The published accounts of this wreck 
say: “‘All in the Pullman sleeping car 
were uninjured, but in the ill-fated pas- 
senger coach death stalked from end 
to end. The heavy sleeping car was 
hurled into it like a great ram and tore 
it asunder.” 

It would seem that the lability of 
death or injury to passengers would be 
decreased if the heavier and stronger 
cars were placed closest to the engine 
and the lightest cars at the rear of the 
train, But the Pullman company, being 
a careful business concern, insists in its 
contracts with railroads that its cars 
shall always be at the rear of the train. 





This is done on the ground of greatest 





safety. 

The Pullman cempany knows that the 
rear car is seldom hurt, and that if their 
cars are at the rear, this greater ele- 
ment of safety will be an inducement 
for passengers to ride in its. cars. 

Many large business heuses have a 
standing rule that their traveling men 
must ride in Pullman cars. It is a 
common saying among traveling men: 
“A Pullman ticket is as good as an ac- 
cident insurance policy.’’ 

Thus, it is the poorer class of people 
who are mest liable to be killed or in- 
jured in railway accidents because they 
must of necessity ride in the erdinary 
day coaches. 

There is one way to lessen the terrible 
loss of life and limb in railway acci- 
dents, and that is to have the day 
coaches built stronger and heavier. Ex- 
perience proves that the railway com- 
panies will not do this of their ewn ac- 
cord. 

At each of the last several annual con- 
ventions of railway mail clerks resolu- 
tions were adopted calling upon the 
Government to insist upon steel con- 
struction of all mail cars. This would 
lessen greatly the Llability to smash- 
ups and would prevent wholly the burn- 
ing of the cars after an accident. Many 
lives are lost each year by the burning 
of cars after they have been wrecked, 
and the incinerat*ton of passengers 
pinned in the wreckage.

we get away from it the more removed 
we shall be from the ideal republic, 
teward which those who believe in the 
liberty of the individual as a right, 
not as a privilege, are striving. 

“Our civilization differs from those 
that have gone before in that it is a 


civilization of the individual; a civiliza- 
t‘'on that demands the education of all, 
not of a few: a civilization of equal 
rights instead of privilege. When we 
depart from these moral principles our 
nation will go as others have gone 
during the flight of time through the 
eges. The nations that nave tottered 
off the stage of the world of oblivion 
did not die for lack of wealth, for many 
of them were richer when they fell than 
ever before, but they ceased to exist 
for lack of men; they. died not for lack 
of morals, not for want of ma- 
terial wealth, but* for, lack of moral 
health. The man. ho rights; the 
few had all. Then followed vice, then 
decay. The perpetuity .of this govern- 
ment rests not on the great wealth of 
the few, but upor the morality and in- 
wgrity of the average individual. 
Meaning of Liberty. 

“What does the principle that liberty 
s the right of the individual, not a privi- 
lege, mean? It does not mean that each 
person may do as he pleases without 
limitations. It means the freedom of the 
individual to take part in government 
and in the selection of those who shall 
represent him in an official capacity. 
Liberty to make laws does not mean 
license to break laws. Lawlessness is 
not lMberty. Liberty to make our own 
laws carries with it a duty to observe 
them. 

“The corporation magnate should give 
that respect for the iaw regulating the 
conduct of his corporation that he asks 
others to give the law protecting the 
property of the corporation. The anarchy 
of capital breeding contempt for iaw 
should no more be tolerated than the 
anarchy of labor breeding riot and dis- 
order. Man should be taught that the 
laws affecting their conduct are just as 
sacred as the law protecting their life 
and property. Liberty under the law al- 
lews individual freedom so long as that 
freedom does not interfere with the 
equal rights of others. 

Exposure Is Helpful. 


“There are some who see danger to 
our institutions In the agitation re- 
Sulting from the exposure of wrong- 
doing in official and business life. 
To my mind the hope for the per- 
petuity of this Government by the 

ople was never brighter than now. 

his awakening of the public con- 





acience does not proceed from a gspir- 
it of discontent, but comes from. the 
quickening of the moral sense of the 
average individual. it is simply a 
determination to stamp out the things 
of dishonor itn public life and the 
things that oppress in private life: a 
firm resolve that the Government 
shall be representative of the liberty 
of the people, not of the privilege of 
Special interests.

“The man who would retard legiti- 
mate industrial development is as 
much a public enemy as he who 
would crush the people beneath the 
heel of monopoly. No man or cor- 
poration doing an honest’ business 
need fear the arousing of the con- 
science of the people against wrong- 
doing. Those whose businéss meth- 
ods will not stand the light of pub- 
licity have no right to complain. If 
they persist in doing wrong and are 
hurt they are not injured by the peo- 
ple. but by the wrong which they do. 

“TIT. do not believe there is any en- 
mity anywhere in this country to le- 
gitimate industry. It is not ralflroads, 
nor insurance companies the people 
complain of, but the breaches of 
trust on the part of those running 
railroads or insurance companies. 
While some railroad men and some 
insurance men are crooked, just as 
some public officials are crooked, it 


or all insurance men or all public of- 
ficials are without honor. The eradi- 
cation of lawless privilege from busli- 
ness helps, rather than hurts, legiti- 
mate industry. 
Self-Government of States, 
“In the fight against the privilege 


of lawlessness there have arisen ques- 
tion between the Federal and State 
governments as to the construction 
of the powers of each. Under our 
form of government the states are 
sovereign as to all matters except 
those delegated to the general Gov- 
ernment. The Federal Government de- 
rives its authority oie ay | from the 
people of the states, and beyon:i this 
express grant of authority anc that 
necessarily implied from it, it cannot 
justly go. 

“To deny the States the right to en- 
force their laws until they have peen 


‘found to be good is to deny thein to 


that extent the right of self-govern- 
mont, 

“In an attempt to centralize greater 
power in the Federal tiovernment, 
Which has been given such an tm- 
netus of late. there is dan z2r to our 
institutions and the ideas of gov- 
ernment crystallized in the frocemation 
of the Republic. It is now pruposed 
that the Federal Government take 
charge of large corporations, cayc- 
Cially railroads. 

Stale Raltlroad Control, 

“When the Constitution wss being 
framed by our forefathers the propo- 
sition was made in the convertion 


that the National Government. irsue 


,charters of corporations, Dut sv jeal- 
‘ous Were 


thev of the rieats °F the 
States that little attention was paid 
to the suggestion. Railroals obtain 
their charters from the States; they 
mre given the right of eminent do- 
main by the States; they live by vir- 
tue of State laws. Yet they evem un- 
willing to trust the people vf the 
States and create an unnecessary an- 
tagonism by their efforts to chtain 
all of the benefits of State laws 
that may confer privileges upon 
them and refusing obedience to State 
laws regulating their conduct within 
the State. 

“I belleve that the people of the 
States may be safely depended upon 
to treat railroads and all other in- 
terests fairly. If they cannot, then 
our entire theory of government is 
wrong. If the people of the States 
cannot be trusted to enact valid laws 
with respect to corporations, by what 
process of reasoning can it be as- 
sumed that they have the capacity to 
lemisiate fer the individual citizen? 

“If ene were to bunt for a corpura- 
tion he could not find it; te would 
simply find individuals exercising char- 
ter wers co by a State. If 
the tes 


are competent to enact laws ¥" 
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tas to these individuals they are just as 


competent to legislate concerning all of 
them grouped under the legal fiction of 
nm corporation. They are as competent, 
I believe, in one instance as in the oth- 
er, and would no more knowingly deal 
unjustly with a dozen men acting as a 
corporation than they would with one 
man acting in his private capacity. The 
States create these corporations. Shall 
they | be denied control of their creat- 
ures? 

“The reyulation of interstate com- 
merce must necessarily be by the Fed- 
eral Government; but as to commerce 
within the States, it is the right and 
duty of the States to regulate it. In 
ordinary lines of business competition 
can be trusted to regulate prices and 
protect the people. With a monepoly, 
however, the law must supply the 
regulation which in the case of enter- 
prises open to all is furnished by com- 
petition. 


Railreads Are Necessary. 
‘Railroads are neces#ary to the devel- 
opment of our vast resources, and are

Mrs, Pearson and her daughter have 
been in Berlin fer six months, where 
Miss Pearson is completing her musical 
education, Miss Pearson is known 10- 
cally ag an accomplished pianist, 

Writing ‘under date of Sept. 7, Mrs. 
Pearson ays: ‘ 

“A few- hundred of the 4000 students 
in Berlin—all of. whom not only expect 
to become great, but are assured of it 
by their teachers, are beginning to re- 
turn from their summer tours. Many go 
to Munich, which, by the way. is rapid- 
ly becoming a formidable rival to this 
city as a musical center. 

“Pensions are filled to overflowing and 
the keepers grow daily more heartless 
and exacting. Prices for living are as- 
cending to such heights that Berlin will 
soon reach the position of being the 
most expensive city to live in on the 
Continent. 

“An English journalist at an after- 
noon tea was recently giving her ex- 
periences of an ll-years’ residence here. 
She said that the cost of living was 
quite four times greater now than when 
she first came; that five years ago she 
had procured first-class board for a 
young student of her acquaintance for 
40 marks ($10) a month. 

“These halcyon days are gone forever 
and Americans, at least, must pay

WOULD END LICENSES 





Revenue From Vehicles Will 
Be Cut Off if Assembly 
Passes Bill. 


Impure and poisonous milk will men- 
ace the people of St. Louis if the bill 
now pending in the House of Delegates 
is passed, according to Health Commis- 
sioner Bond. 

All the safeguards in the present ordi- 
nances are omitted in the propesed legis- 
lation and the Health Department is left 
powerless to inspect the supply of milk 
furnished in the city er fix the respon- 
sibility for the sale of any that is feund 
to be dangerous or adulterated. 

The bill was introduced. by Delegate 
Priesmeyer of the First Ward and has 
already had its second reading. 

When he presented his bill Priesmeyer 
declared that it sought simply to amend 
the present ordinance by omitting the 
provision that dealers pay a license of 
$5 a year for each of their vehicles. 

This correction, Priesmeyer said, was 
required to make the ordinance conform 
to a decision of the Supreme Court de- 
claring that a license, in addition to a 
fee of $1 for registration with the Health 
Department, is unconstitutional. Pries- 
meyer announced that his bill had the 
approval of the Health Department. 
This is denied by Dr. Bond. 

Bill Kills Safeguards. 

Dr. Bond gives three reasons for his 
opposition to Priesmeyer's bill. He says 
that in the first place the remission ef 
the vehicle tax would deprive the city 
of large revenues and would at the same 
time exempt the dairymen and dealers 
from a burden borne by other owners 
of wagons. 

At“present dairymen and dealers are 
required to file with the City Chemist 
their names, residences and places of 
business, the number of cows owned, 
the number and description of their 
wagons, the location of their dairies, 
where they produce their own milk, or 
the source from which they obtain their 
Supplies, the condition of the cattle and 
the sanitary precautions taken on their 
premises to insure a pure product, and 
all other information that the Health 
Department may demand. 

They are compelled, also, to furnish 
to the City Chemist, his assistants or 
any inspector samples of the milk they 
are selling. 

Priesmeyer's bill strikes out all these 
requirements except that touching the 
fee for registration. The provisions as 
to the identification of the dealers and 
dairymen and tye furnishing of sam- 
ples, together with all the penalties for 
violating the several sections prescribing 
that duty, are eliminated. 

The effect of this amendment is to 
leave open the way for the sale of any 
kind or quality of milk the dealers 
choose to deliver. 

Traces Contagious Disease. 

The information which is always on 
file in the City Chemist's office under 
the enforcement of the present ordin- 


ance is of value not only in fixing the 


responsibility for violations of the law, 
but also in tracing the source of con- 
tagious diseases like scarlet fever, 
tyhoid and diphtheria. 

Only last week a dairy in South St. 


Louis’ was found to be the center of in- 
fection and cases of typhoid in various 
parts of the city were shown to have 
resulted from milk ees by it. 

This system is useful, alse, in pre- 
venting the distribution of milk from 
outside dairies over which the Health 
Department of St. Louis has no direct 
contro,. To remove these restrictions,

“TO DEF NAME 


Arctic Skipper Leaves His Eskimo 
Family to Face Murder 
Charge. 








SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 21.—In the 


Marin County Jail is Christian Kling- 
enberg, a skipper of the Arctic. regions, 
who left his Eskimo wife and six 
children, traveling hundreds of miles 
through the ice-bound wastes of Alaska 
at the peril of his life, to face the charge 
of murder and piracy and to clear his 
name. 

Former subordinates of Klingenberg to 
satisfy a grievance gave evidence be- 
fore the Marin County authorities, on 
which the skippor was indicted. In Octo- 
ber, 190, he kiNed his engineer, Jack- 
son Paul, but he claims the killing was 
under provocation and in self-defense 
Paul is said to have been jealous of 
Klingenberg, and continually harangued 
him about not having ja license, which 
led to quarrels and finally an attempt 
of the subordinate to take the life of 
his Captain. But Klingenberg was the 
quickest with: his: revolver, and ‘Paut 
was shot dead on the deck of the schoo- 
ner Olga. 

The skipper was tried,by the authori- 
ties at Herschel, Alaska, where the tn- 
quest was held, and is said to have 
been exonerated. 


Through the newspapers last year he 
learned that indictments had been is- 
sued for him, and he could not rest 
without facing the charges. Alone ina 
frail boat, he traveled back to Her- 
schel at the peril.of-his life, and from 
there a thousand miles to Candle. No 
one would accompany him on account 
of the peril of the trip. 
At Canéle he gave hnimself up to the 
authorities and was then taken to Cali- 
fornia, where he was lodged in the 
Marin County Jail to await a hearing. 
There are three witnesses against him 
from his former crew, who are said tv 
be determined to send him to the gal- 
lows.

ONE YEAR HAD 445 DAYS 


Due to Corrections Made in the Cal- 


endar by Julius Caesar. 

The year B. C. 4, by order of Julius 
Caesar, the then reigning Roman Em- 
perer, Contained 445 days, says the Bal- 
timore Sun. 

To clear away all the confusion which 
had previously existed in reconcilifig the 
lunar with the solar year. Caesar, with 
the help of Sosigenes, <n Alexandrian 
astronomer, undertook a thorough re- 
form of the calendar. He effected it 
by making the year now called 4 B. C., 
“the year of Confusion,” consist of 445 
days and the succeeding years of 366 
days, with the exception of every fourth 
year,. which was to consist of 366. This 
method is called the Julian calendar. 

The number of days in the months 
from ong i December before Cae- 
sar’s time en, respectively, 29, 28, 
31, 29, 81, 29, 29, 31, 29, $i, 29, 2 These 
numbers Caesar change to 31 and 30 al- 
ternately, With the exception of Feb- 
ruary, which was to have 29 in ordinary 
ye r and 30 in leap years. In honor of 
himself he changed to July the name of 
the month that followed June. 

Julian 
calendar, went wrong by’ inserting leap 
year every three years instead of every 
four years, and this continued till the

Such an organization was proposed 
several weeks ago, while the grand jury 
was in session and after the affidavits 
filed by Detective Pellom against Sher- 
iff Herpel and Prosecuting Attorney 
Johnston had been declared insufficient 
as basis for charges of dereliction in 
duty. Meetings were held at that time, 
but nothing definite was done beyond 
finding that there was considerable sen- 
timent in favor of such an organization. 

Meetings have been held recently in 
University City and Webster Groves to 
plan an organiza.on. 

Those who have attended the meetings 
say there is to be no politics in the or- 
ganization. Though the majority of 
those in the movement are Republicans, 
some of the most influeneial Democrats 
in the county have attended and have 
expressed themselves as being in favor 
of the movement. 

To Attack Officials. 

It was at first suggested that one of 
the principal purposes of the organiza- 
tion would be the collecting of evi- 
dence on which to base charges of neg- 
lect of duty against two county officials 
under the new derelict officials law. 

Political forces opposed to the county 
“ring” have already begun to organize, 
with a view to overthrowing the regu- 
lar Republican organization at the pri- 
maries next August. Statements pub- 
licly made by Fred Essen, chairman of

,to prevent further damage to the city’s 
‘water mains by electrolysis will soon 
be made on officials of the United Rail- 
ways Co., which is held responsible. 

Electrolytic action has already seri- 
‘ously affected about 60 miles of mains, 
to replace which will .cost $1,179,360. 
. This estimate takes no account of injury 
done to connections and pipes on private 
premisés. 

At the present rate of deterieration 
the water mains and service pipes are 
‘being robbed of 61 tons of metal annu- 
ally. Assuming that half i loss falls 
;on the city, 30% tons of cast iron are 
‘removed from pipes each year. If these 
‘arteries of distribution need not bo re- 

placed until their weight had been re- 
duced by one-fourth, the annual cost of 
this replacement will be $4880. 

The damage has been growing in ex- 
;tent, however, since Commissioner Ad- 
kins made his first investigation, espe- 
cially in districts adjacent to the vari- 
ous power houses. 

Residence Pipes Charged. 

In some parts of the West End-in 
Cabanne, for instance—the piping in 
residences are so heavily. charged with 
electricity that escapes from the strcet- 
car rails that electric bells could be 
operated with the current. 

It has been found that In some casef 
there is a difference of as much as 10 or 
12 volts between the pipes and rails in 
‘positive areas.’’ All together, 
been determined, about 6200 amperes of 
current passes to, from and over the 
mains yearly, removing 61 tons of metal 
through the electrolytic process. 

Several vears ago an “electrolytic sur- 
vey’’ was made in St. Louis by E. E. 
Brownell, an expert electrica] engineer. 
His investigations disclosed a general 
deterioration of water mains along 175 
miles of streets. Since then, it Is be- 
lieved, the trouble has not only become 
worse in the districts then surveyed, 
but has grown mucn more of a menace 
in new directions. 

Blames United Rallways. 

Commissioner Adkins holds that the 
United Railways Co. is bound, in view 
of its responsibility for the condition, to 
bear the expense of protecting the city’s 
mains and private pipes and connections 
from additional harm. It will be on that 
basis, Mr. Adkins says, that he will 
progeed against the company. 

Specimens of pipes in the Lighting De- 
partment are startling examples of the 


by the mysterious, unseen andp per- 
sistent agency called electrolysis. 

In his report on the subject, Mr. Brow- 
nell said that if the electrolysis pro- 
ceeded more evenly the results would 
not be so serious, but when confined 
to certain areas there followed a pit- 
ting of the pipes. This, coupled with 
the pressure of the water from within, 
may cause heavy expenditures for new 
mains and connections. One pit deep 
enough to puncture the shell will render 
useless an entire length of main. 

Mr. Brownell said that electrolytic 
destruction in St. Louis was exceeded 
by that of only two other citles—Chi- 
cago and Brooklyn. 

Abolish “Grounded” Circuit. 

There was but one remedy, Mr. Brow- 
nell declared—double trolleys on street 
railways, so that a perfect system of 
return currents could be established. 
Complete immunity, he said, could not 
be guaranteed without abolishing 
“grounded” circuits. 

Electrolysis may be minimized by in- 
creasing the strength of the return 
current, by perfect bonding of the rails 
and return feeders, to prevent leakage 
into the ground, but large expense and 
expert engineering are the price that 
must be paid for even this partial re- 
lief. 


The United Railways Co. is now oper- 
ating 1200 cars over 500 miles of track- 
age and along 175 miles of streets. 

The physical changes which 
manifested themselves in the water 
mains are not the result of corrosion by 
sagdts in the earth. They are due, in Mr. 
Adkins’ opinion, to leakage of current. 

Electrolysis is the chemical dissocia- 
tion produced by a flow of electricity 
through a solution containing an elec-

SEDAN, Kan., Sept. 21.—That justice 
may be tempered with mercy and the 
law still not be cheated of its dues is 
shown wv, the case of Otto D. Stallard 
of this place. Stallard looted the Peo- 
ple’s National Bank of Sedan, taking 
$22, 000. 





He goes to the State prison for an in- 
determinate sentence of from one té five 
years to atone for his crime, but the

Prior to Sept. §, 1906, there was no 
man in Sedan or in all Chautauqua 
County who stood higher than did Otto 
D. Stollard. Then with the suddenness 
of a blow it became known to his friends 
and townsmen that he was a defaulter 
and a fugitive from justice. There had 


been a shortage in his accounts for sev- 
eral years, but he had adroitly covered 
it. Then a National Bank Examiner 
asked an explanation of seme matters 
that were not clear. - 

Stollard did not attempt to answer. 
That night he mounted his horse and 
rode south. to Bartlesville, I. T. There 
he turned his horse loose and took to 
the hills. Believing a party of hunters 
were officers on his trail, he walked to 
Muskogee and then took a freight train 
te Checotah, where he worked in a cot- 
ton gin. After that he worked as a 
laborer in a Southern saw mill and as a 
street laborer in Dallas, Tex. 

The life of a fugitive did not appeal to 
him. He wrote to his wife and asked if 
he should give himself up. She har- 
ried to him and insisted that he go home 
with her. He did so and made up what 
he could of his shortage. Then he made 
a proposition to the Prosecuting At- 
torney. He said that if given permis- 
sion to till his farm through the season 
and lay by a crop he would plead gullty 
and save the county the expense of a 
trial. The bargain was carried out when 
Stollard was sentenced the other day.

One Man Killed a Few Years 
Ago and a Large Number 
Hurt,

If the St. Louis County Court acts 
favorably on the petition signed by 68 '| 
citizens asking for the widening of that 
part of the Clayton road just west of 
the North and South road, where many | 
automobile accidents have taken place, | 
the Clayton road will be in reality | 
what it has frequently been called, na 
finest automobile speedway in the vi- 
cinity of St. Louis.

mobile was wrecked early last Saturday | 
morning. It also includes the narrow | 
approaches where a number of ma-! 
chines have been hurled over the em- 
bankments and the sharp curves which 
make the place all the more dangerous 
to those unfamiliar with the road by 
hiding from view the narrow bridge and 
high embankments on each side. 


One Killed There, 
The ‘most disastrous accident which 


ever occurred there was that in which 
Alfred Burton, a chauieur, was killed 
on July 5, 19%. He was driving a large 
machine containing nine persons, when | 
it ran wown the embankment just west 
of the bridge. It turned over and one 
of the wheels struck Burton, killing 
him almost instantly. Two other per- 
sons in the machine were injured. 

Automobile accidents and mishaps 
with ether vehicles have been numer- 
ous at the place and there have been 
many persons injured, though only the 
one fatality. Most of them have been | 
caused by vehicles running over the'! 
steep embankments approaching the 
bridge. 

One peculiar accident occurred there 
three months ago, when two large au- 
tumobiles met each other on the ap- 
proach just west of the bridge. Neither 
machine was running rapidly, but they : 
were close together before their occu- 
pants knew of each other’s presence. 

The one running east had just round- 
ed the sharp curve when the other ma- 
chine burst into view. Both chauffeurs 
attempted to turn out and in doing so 
the machines were overturned on oeppo- 
site sides of the road. No one was in- 
jured. 

Accidents Are Common, 

It was only a few weeks ago that a 
machine with four passengers ran over, 
the bank on the east side ef the bridge. 
It turned over and two persons were 
siughtly injured. It is a common thing 
for farmers coming into Clayton to re- 
port that wrecked machines are lying 
beside the road. 

The most dramatic wreck and the one 
which resulted in the petition for im- 
proving the road being filed was that in 
which Dr. Dupois’ machine was dashed 
into the bridge, wrecking it and com- 
pletely demolishing the machine. 

The feur men who were in the auto 
have never come forward to explain just 
how they escaped death, but these who 
saw them the night of the accident 
say they were unhurt. 

The machine was running rapidly 
eastward when it struck the approach 
of the bridge with enough force to’ 
throw it from - its foundation. The 
wrecked vehicle skidded forward several | 
feet till it hung in the wrecked tim- 
bers of the bridge. 

Two of the men were hurled forward 
30 feet onto the top of a peddler’s wag- | 
on and the other two were dashed! 
against the front seat with terriffic| 
force. 

The present bridge, the wrecked one | 
has been repaired, ts a wooden structure 
on an iron framework, it is 15 feet wide. : 
The petition asks for a 30-feot structure 
and for the embankments approaching 
the bridge on each side to be widened. 
On the west side there fs a steep grade, | 
at the top of which is a sharp curve. | 
The proposed improvement will lessen 
the grade and break the abruptness of 
the curve.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Sept. 21.—John A 
Murrill, neted bandit, murderer, high 
roller and minister ef the gospel, 


still alive officially so far as the Ten- 
nessee prison records are concerned. The 
State Prison beoks at Nashville show ne 
was received as a prisoner there in 
i834, but there is no record of his par- 
don, commutation or discharge. 

The history of the time in which this 
noted desreraco terrorized Tennessee, 
Mississipp: and Kentucky, tells of the 
‘nnumerable robberies, murde:s arc 
general depredations for a _ period of 
many years before he finally was ap- 
prehended and convicted on the casual 
charge of salve stealing and sentenced 
to serve 1 years. 

It was Murrill’s unique method to go 
into a rural community, hold a pro- 
tracted meeting and establish hirnself in 
the confidence of the community. Pos- 
sessed of fine oratorical powers and 
great persenal magnetism, this generally 
was a simple matter. 


Sold Slaves Who Returned. 


Qne of his favorite tmethods of pro. 
curing funds was to sell trained slaves 
to one master a.ter ancther, the ne- 
groes always deserting and returning to 
him after the consideration had passed. 

Another was to pass the hat fcr the 
cause of foreign missions and appropri- 
ate the proceeds.

Madison coneece Voters to Be Asked 
Nov. 5 to Authorize Tax 
for Building. 


POPULATION NOW __ 80,000 


Great Growth of :East Side Cities 


Makes More Room for Offices « 
Imperative. 


In six weeks the citizens of Madison 
County, IIL, will vote on the financing 
of a new Courthouse at Edwardsville, 


the county seat. The Board of Super- 
visors at the lest session authorized the 
construction of a new building at an ex- 
pense of $150,000, and set the special elec- 
tion for Nov. 5 

Madison County is followigg precedent 
exactly in the matter. It will be 50 
years next month since’ the present 
Courthouse was first occupied, and it 
will me 100 years next month since the 
first court was established in Edwards- 
ville. 

In less than a year another depart- 
ment for the Probate Judge and Probate 
Clerk is to be established, separating 
that division from the County Judge's 
branch, with which it is no coincident, 
and as- every portion of the present 
building is filled, the necessity for the 
new building is progressing. 

The tremendous growth in the past 
few years of Granite City, Madison, 
Venice, Alton, Edwardsville and Collins- 
ville has sent the population of Madison 
County up to nearly 80,000, and as its 
material wealth has kept pace with 
numerical increase the expense of 
new Courthouse will scarcely be 
ticed. 

In the past three years the county seat 
spent $73,000 in improvements to the Jali 
and hospital at Edwardsville. 

A new plan in connection with the 
supervision of construction of the new 
bullding has been adopted by the board, 
and much good is expected from it. The 
chairman was instructed to appoint a 
committee of seven disinterested citl- 
zens of as many different citles of the 
county to co-pperate with the Building 
Committee of the board as an- advisory 


body.

Mrs. Rose, who is 35 years old, and 
a robust women of the true moun- 
tain type, was widowed by the as- 
sassination of her husband by her 
brother just before the winding up 
of her career. 

Rose was known ak the “king of 
moonshiners,” for 15 years, and, al- 
though he had been captured eleven 
times, he was always able to clear 
himself in court. He enjoyed a big 
trade {In “Mountain Dew,” and his 
cunning and fearlessness was large- 
ly responsible. With his wife's as- 
sistance he raised corn and distilled 
liquor while the Federal authorities 
were scouring the woods and spying 
upon him, but his loyal wife with her 
rifle was ever on guard, and any 
Government agent who “showed his 
nose in them parts” was risking his 


life.

to change his mind about resigning. 

To resign officially, Rev. Dr. Russell 
must forward his resignation to the 
moderator of the St. Louis Presbytery. 
This he has not yet done. He refused 
yesterday to say whether he has 
changed his mind about resigning. 

“I do not know that I will formally 
say anything in reference to the mat- 
ter Sunday morning,’ he added, ‘‘ex- 
cept to thank my friends.”’ 

Charles Campbell, an elder of the 
church, told a Post-Dispatch reporter he 
believed Rev. Dr. Russell would re- 
sign. 

A member of the session said the 
reason the minority of the congregat' @ 
wish Dr. Russell to resign is bechuse 
they think they can.get another preach- 
er at $4000 a year—Rev. Dr. Russell’s 
salary—who will be more satisfactory.

ROOSEVELT EXE 
AT TELEGRAPHERS 


He Intended Conference to Be a 
Secret-—Will Issue a State- 
ment. 





Special to the Post-Disvatch. 

OYSTER BAY, N. Y., Sept. 21.—Al- 
though Secretary Loeb refused to dis- 
cuss the visit of Daniel L. Russell and 
Percy Thomas, representatives of the 
striking telegraphers, to \Sagamore Hill, 
and, though the President denies him- 
self te all callers, it is an open secret 
here that the manner in which the 
whole story of the cenference of 
Wednesday last became public has 
aroused Mr. Roosevelt. 

It is stated that within the next few 
days the President will issue a state- 
ment of his position in the controversy. 

When the invitation was sent to the 
telegraphers’ officials to visit Oyster 
Bay, the strictest secrecy was imposed 
on them. Russell and Themas were 
told that under no circumstances should 
they mention the matter to anyone until 
permission to do se was given. 

That is why such a mystery was made 
of their coming, and why Mr. Loeb was 
kept in ignorance of it. Though he 
evaded the subject when questioned Fri- 
day, he categorically denied Wednesday 
that any man or men had visited the 
President that day, and his manner was 
such ag to convince every correspondent 
that he was telling what he believed 
to be the truth. 

The President now finds himself in the 
position of having favored the strikers 
and slighted the officials of the West- 
ern Union and Postal Telegraph compa- 
‘nies. Whatever he does must be done 
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day and will be in Washington only 
, four days before going on his trip to 
‘the West and South. Therefore, Vice- 
' President Nally of the Postal’ and Pres- 
| ident Clewry of the Western Union are 
expected to call at Sagamore Hill Mon- 
day or Tuesday, though no official con- 
firmation of the visit can be obtained.

Ticklish 


ICKLISH? Are you? Well, you 
T are merely fulfilling the evolution- 

' gry theory, for monkeys and 
ether animals are very ticklish. 

If. on the other hand, you are not 
ticklish you are still a more interesting 
study from an evolutionary standpoint, 
for you represent a wonderful period in 
the advancernent of animal life and ea.i- 
cation. 

Have you ever thought what it meant 
to be ticklish? 

A sensation of pain in any part of 
the body is a signal, telegraphed by the 
nerves to the brain, of danger, injury 
or of’ disease. It is a call for help tv 
all governing férces of the body. 

Every part of the body—every atom of 
itmresponds to this symptom of pain. 

S-attered over the surface of the body 
ihere are certain snota that respond to 
another sensation, It is not at ali like 
main, though it may produce a simi- 
lar effect on the mind ff prolofiged. The 
first signal to the brain cates laugh- 
ter. 

All people, and all animals, feel pain. 
As to the tickling sensation, some people 
are very suscepfible, some respond to it 
hardly at all—some in many parts of 
their body, others in only one or two 
muscles, , 

It is, Mke pain, a signal to the brain 
—@ signal of what and for what pur- 
pose? 

Even before it reaches the thinking 
mind it. has been received and acted 
upon. The muscles withdraw themselves 
by reflex action. a 

Dr. Louls Robinson, famed for his re- 
searches in zoology, has been making © 
study of ticklishness. He hag searched 
tor its meaning. 

Reveals Man’s Past. 

After many experiments with young 
ciiiidren and every approachable young 
creature in many soological gardens, he 
has carefully mapped out the ticklish 
regions of the body both in man and in 
other animals, 

He has evolved a novel theory as to 
it# exact relations to the evolution of 
living creatures, up to and perhaps in- 
cluding man in some of his stages of 
development. 

He has found that there is undoubtedly 
a useful design in ticklishness: It is a 
sign Of a better equipment for self-pro- 
teetion. The lower or more stupid crea- 
tues are very slightly if at all ticklish. 
‘he clever warriors among the animals, 
iijoge who guard their lives adroitly, are 
\éry susceptible tw the tickling sensa- 
tion. 

The map of the ticklish regtona of the 
body, of those susceptible to the sensa- 
tion. shows this fact: The ticklish sput 
is a valuable point In the body. 

Faint indicates an abnormal condi- 
tion of danger or injury. Ticklishness, 
according to Dr. Robinson, seems to in- 
dicate that at the ticklish point there is 
a normal condition of sensitiveness of 
danger in the event of the person being 
attacked at that point. 

In the process of evolution, in the 
“urvival of the fittest, Dr. Robinson re- 
jards ticklishness as having played an 
mportant part. ‘A 

There are several forms of special 


irritability commonly spoken of as ‘‘tick- 
lishness” which from a physiological 
point of view are quite distinct. It is 
only with one of these Dr. Robinson 
deals in his evolutionary scheme, and 
it is that one which is specially present 
in early life—‘‘when it is plainly asso- 
Clated with a natural desire or appetite 
which is intermittent, needing the sub- 
ject to be in’a responsive mood, and 
which is always associated with laugh- 
ter and play.” 

Practically all children, he declares, 
both by word and act, show plenty of 
evidence of enjoyment of the game. 


Mimic Warfare of Young. 


| 





Nature, he declares, in speaking of | 
& community of apes, does not send a | 


fine young warrior into the lists to 
fight her battles in the cause of racial 
improvements without providing him 
with adequate mental and bodily train- 
ing. This he has gained, along with 
his growth, in incessant tussles with his 
playmates; for at his birth she implant- 
ed in him an insatiable 
rough play, in which the appetite for 
tickling bore a material part. From 
his very infancy he has been an ad>pt 
in defending his specially ticklish and 
vulnerable regions in mimic war. In 
these games of his infancy the animal 
defends himself from being tickled—he 
defends his ticklish spots, which 
his vulnerable points.

The ticklish spots, as mapped by Dr. ° 


Robinson, are chiefly the armpits and 
contiguous parts, the ribs, especia!ly 
where joined to the abdomen, the front 
and sides of the neck, especially just 
above the collar bone: the flanks and 


parts of the haunch bones; the upper | 


and inner parts of the thigh, over the 
region knokn to anatomists as ‘“Scar- 
pas triangle;’’ and on the limbs, 


the | 


parts behind the knee and in front of | 
the elbow. A baby orang seems spe- | 


cially sensitive about the neck, but oth- 
erwise resembles its higher relatives. 
“A young ape or dog which, 
innumerable sham fights of its youth,” 
says Dr. Robinson, “learns to defend 
the axillae, which a single bite might 
sever the axillary artery; the neck, with 
the carotids and windpipe just under 
the surface; the flanks, and borders of 
the ribs, where a comparatively slight 
tear lays open the abdominal cavity; 
and the groin; where the great femora! 
vessels lie close to the skin, would, 
without doubt, be vastly better equipped 
for the fierce combats for supermacy 
in after life than an animal which had 


not undergone the same elaborate train- 


ing. 
Made Many Experiments. 

“Warfare became more and more a 
matter of education, tactics and strat- 
egy, and less a matter of brute force as 
the scale of intelligence is ascended. 
Among the lower orders of animals, 
whose actions are guarded by stock in- 
stincts, and not by knowledge gathered 
from experience, the methods of attack 
and defense seem very elementary, but 
when one comes to examine the fight- 
ing methods of brainy creatures, such 
as dogs and aps. one is reminded of 
the elaborate science and address of the 
skilled fencer.”’ 

All the canines and felines habitually

And 
when he is asleep, investigation can 
And again, the im- 
arination of the patient is so af- 
fected that he can not give any very 
reliable testimony after he has come out 
of the coma. 

A more delicate and perplexing prob- 
lem has not been put before the phy- 
sicians for years. . 

It is now being advanced that no per- 
son is entirely awake, and that all life 
is merely a dosing, with periods of 
more or less wakefulness. It is held 
that the brain is not at ite highest state 
vf enersy except at rare intervals, such 
as in moments of disaster, or terror. 
This is readily showp when it is re- 
membered how much more rapidly one 
can think when one is frightened. If a 
person, for instance, is walking through 
u dark room and someone suddenly 
touches him or shouts at him. in the 
fraction of a secohd more brain pro- 
ceases are stirred up than had been go- 
ing on in his brain in two full minutes 
before. 

Prof. F. 8. Hoffman, in his “Psychol- 
ogy and the’ Common Life,” has given 
voice to the belief or theory that all 
life is merely a slow sicep: 


No One Entirely Awake. 

“Ne human being te entirely awake. 
The best one can do is to vibrate be- 
tween deep sleep and high or low de- 
grees of wakefulness. Some think that 
had it not been for hunger we would 
not have awakened at all.” 

Thoreau hinted at the same thing in: 

“T have never yet met a man who was 
quite awake. How could I lave looked 
him in the face?” 

If a person is never very keenly 
awake it is quite natural that he should 
be Hable to long periods of sleep. And 
yjust such is a fact. Man's liability for 
continued spells of sleeping is becom- 
ing a perplexing problem.

These 
members of the profession are the 
lucky ones—the salt of the earth—the 
lilies of the medical fleld who “toil not, 
neither do they spin’’—vet they gather 
in the shekels a good deal faster than 
the man who attends 1000 patients a 
year and runs a flourishing dispensary. 
They are the “‘one-patient”’ doctors—the 
men who attend single clients and who 
get handsomely paid for thefr “‘exciu- 
sive services." They are like some |law- 
yers, who are paid handsomely by rich 
men for the privilege of having first 
call on their services.

During the month of August 4 re- 
markable instance of continued s'eep oc- 
eurred at Kankakee, ml.

Bhe went 
to bed, but fated to arise the next 
morning, and for four days ahd a hail 
she slept.

A‘ 
last she awoke, and told her parents 
and friends a tale that aroused their 
keenest wonder and amazemen:.

There are four abnormalities found in 
sleep. First, there is the absence of 
sleep. Second, tmperfect sieep; this is 
found when nightmares and bad dreame 
enter. Third, perverted sleep: under 
this abnormality come somnambulism. 
hypnotism and trances. Exceasive sleep 
is an evil, and makes the fourth class. 
It is found in frequent drowsiness. Ii ts 
under the third head that those whe 
have the walking sleep, such as was 
found in Wolemade of Alton, come. 


Those who fall asleep and sleep for: 


days are put in the fourth divisten. 

In sleep there are four conditions of 
talking and moving. In the first the 
sleeper speaks without moving in hed, 


or leaving it. Another class is found 


when the patient acts without speak- 
ing. He gets up, leaves his room, and 
may do any number of queer things 
without speaking one word. In a third 
form the patient does both. He talks as 
he goes from one place to another. The 
fourth division is a very wonderful one, 
and one poorly understood. The patient 
in his sleep may act, speak and have 
the senses of touch, smell and even of 
sight. 

The record for spélis of prolonged 
sleep is held by Marie Delbin, a 16- 
year-old French girl. In June, 1906, she. 
fell asleep, and lay for ene year and 
2% days sleeping peacefully before she 
died. All the while there was a sweet 
smile on her face. Her pulse went 
down to & beats a minute, but this was 
probably due to the fact that she had 
very little nourishment. 

Many famous persons have had at- 
tacks of prolonged sleeping spella, Such 
spells are no indication of one’s mental 
abliity. Admiral Sampson suffered, it 
is gaid, from such attacks for yeats be- 
fore his death. Caesar was an epileptic 
and subject to sleeping spells. During 
the last years of Walter Scott, he was 
affected with this same malady. Cuvier. 
Shelly and Richelicu were also open to 
attacks of this kind. | 

Physicians have long disagreed as ta 
the cause of these sleeping spella. Bleep 
le guch a delicate matter to deal with 
that there have been almost as many 
explanations as there have been 6x- 
Pefimenters. The explanation given 
moet credence now is putting the cause 
on a neurological basis.

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ROMANCE OF THE WORLD’S GREAT 


HERE is something both regal and 
romantic in Gen... Botha’s proposal 
to present the\ world's greatest 

diamond to the world’s greatest mon- 
arch. 

The Cullinan diamond may not be, as 
has often been stated, the “most val- 
uable” stone ever discovered, but it is, 
beyond all cavil, immeasurably the 
greatest—so large, in fact, that it would 
outweigh 10 stones as heavy as the 
Great Mogul, which ranks as the heay- 
lest cut diamond in existence: while 
even the far-famed Excelsior in its 
rough state was not one-third of the 
weight of the Culinan, which may some 
day blaze in the crown of King Edward. 


The romantic story of the finding of 
the “mountain of light” is still quite 
fresh in the memory. Ab overseer named 
Wells, of the Premier Diamend Mining 
Co., was walking across the company’s 
property at Elandsfontein, when his 
eyes fell on a giimmering speck in the 
clay. To the untrained eye it would 
have appeared but a worthless plece of 
rather dull glass; but Mr. Wells recog- 
nized it as something infinitely 
rare and precious—a diamond. 
diamond of most unusual size. 
down, with fast beating heart, he rap- 
idiy dug the stone out, end carried 
to the head office the wonderful stone. 
about one and two-thirds pounds (troy) 
in weight. . 

The news of this sensational discovery 
was fashed from one end of the world 
to the other, and people spoke with 
bated breath of the Cullinan, whose 
value at the time was placed at $,000,- 
900, Five million for a stoop! 

But there is not one of the world’s 
greatest diamonds of which an equally 


romantic story is not told. The 
famous Orloff, “which flashes 
of the Russian Czars, 
said,.stolen by a French deserter from 
the head of an Indian idol, of which 
it formed the eye, and was purchased 
for the Empress Catharine for $450,0u0, 
an annuity of 4000 rubles, and a title 
of Russian nobility. 

A couple of centuries ago Mr. Pitt, 
when Governor of Madras, purchased 
for $100,000 a magnificent stone, which 
he brought home to England. After it 
had been cut as @ brilliant it was sold 
to the Duke of Orleans, for Louis X\, 
and later blazed in the hilt of the great 
Napoleon's state sword. In its original 
state the Regent or Pitt diamond, as i 
is indifferently known, weighed 410 
karats, but it was reduced by cutting 
to almost exactly a third of this weight. 


The Koh-i-noor has had Strangely 
romantic history ever since it was taken 
from one of the Golconda mines cen- 
turies ago to be worn by Karna, a hero 
celebrated in the ““Mahabharata.””

In this connection Taventer tells an in- 
structive story of the Great Mogul dia- 
mond, which was shown to him at Agra 
by Shah Jehan, its owner, in 1665. ‘““The 
first piece,’ he says, “‘that Akhed Khan.

my hands was the great diamond, which 
is rose-cut, round, and very high on 
one side. Its water is fine, and it 
weighs 280 of our carats. In the rough 
state it weighed 787% carats. It was 
Hortensio Borgis who cut it, for which 
he was also badly paid. When it was 
cut he was reproached for having spoiled 
the stone, which might have remained 
heavier; and, instead of rewarding him 
fir the work, the King fined him 10,000 
rupees, and would have taken more if 
he had possessed more.”

Blocks, 


Sometimes as Wide as a 
Pond and Again Only a 
Narrow Stream, It’s the 
Bane of Builders 


HE recent great activity in build- 
4 ing in the downtown districts of 

St. Louis has revealed a peculiar 
tondition in the geological formation 
underlying the city, which is exciting 
S@ruch interest among builders and is 
the cause of no little trouble and ex- 
pense to contractors. A large section 
pf the city between Biddle and Spruce 
Streets and from Fourth as far west as 
Thirteenth street stands up a bed of 
quicksand. 


Quicksand has been encountered in 
excavating for the foundations of near- 
ly all of the largest office buildings in 
this section and has occasioned so much 
annoyance and delay in sewer con- 
struction that sewer contracts are now 
made subject to modifications as to cost 
and time allowance if quicksand is en- 
countered at any point of the work. 

The most recent trouble quicksand has 
caused is at the corner of Broadway 
and Pine street, where the new National 
Bank of Commerce Building is to 
stand. There the vein was struck at 
a depth of 3 feet below grade, and al- 
though nearly twice that depth has now 
been reached the workmen are still in 
the quicksand. Boring which were made 
when the work of excavation was begun 
indicate that bedrock is 8 feet below 
the surface at this point and it is there- 
fore supposed that the quicksand 
reaches that remarkable depth. At the 
corner of Broadway and Olive street, 
where the new La Salle Building will 
te, the borings show rock at a depth 
of 6 feet, and across Olive street, at 
the Third National Bank Building, 
quicksand was reached at about 18 feet 
below the surface, all of which goes to 

how the variations in depth and thick- 
hess of the vein in this particular lo- 
cality, and the great probability of ex- 
cavators coming upon it unexpectedly 
at almost any point in that immediate 
section. 


Engineers consider quicksand the most 
difficult of all earth formations with 
which to deal, and the most dangerous 
if not properly handled, and much study 
is being given to the conditions as they 
exist in St. Louis. 


Never Ceases to Flow. 
wuicksand is like water in that if it 
finds an outlet it never ceases to flow 
, until a common level is reached, and is 
more dangerous than water would be 
under the same conditions because par- 
taking of the nature of a solid as well 
as a liquid it completely fills the space 
it occupies between the strata of earth 
or raa, and when its depth is decreased 
by the outflow of a portion of it there 
is nothing to support the stratum abeve 
and a settling of this upper stratum is 
almost sure to occur, causing a collapse 
of whatever super-imposed structure it 
carries. Therefore in working in this 
peculiar substance the main objecties to 
prevent its flow, and many expedients 
are resorted to to accomplish this pur- 
pose. 

“Nothing in the world will bring gray 
hair to the head of an engineer xo 
quickly as working in quicksand.” said 
P. F. McCormick of the Parker-Wash- 
ington Construction Co. “There is al- 
ways the feeling that it is going to get 
away from you no matter what you do 
to keep it in cheok, and you lie awake 
nights trying to devise some absolutely 
sure way of holding itt. The worst of 
quickeand ia that the longer you work 
in it the leas you know about it. It is 
slways doing something unexpected and 
upsetting all your calculations, and you 
are alwave coming upon it without 
warning In tte course of your work 
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Quicksand is supposed to be very yield- 
ing and to flow easily if given an outle’. 
That is true, and yet I-once had it bend 
and twist a 6-foot steel cylinder into 
comparative shapelessness. I was 
ing a caisson for a pier of the Moline 
Bridge, near Baden, and you can imag- 
ine the trouble that accident caused me 
I had rather build a tunnel from here to 
New York through solid rock than try 
to sewer that section of St. Louis which 
is underlaid with these quicksand 
veins.”’ 

The first that was known of the quick- 
sand formation under St. Louis was 
when the present Custom House ,and 
Postoffice was built. The Government 
takes no chances in its construction 
work and usually requires very deep 
foundations. The foundation of the Post- 
office was, therefore, ueeper than any 
building erected in St. Louis up to that 
time and the excavations for it were, on 
that account, the first to show quick- 
sand below the surface. he exact fig- 
ures in the case are not kfhown, but the 
belief is that the vein was uncovered at 
a depth of about twenty to twenty-five 
feet. The tall buildings near the Post- 
office were the first skyscrapers in St. 
Louis in which the modern type of ske]- 
eton construction was employed, and “in 
sinking the pliers for the building the 
contractors found great difficulty in 
getting through the quicksand to reach 
a firm foundation below. In one or two 
some little trouble was experienced, but 
there was nothing of enough conse- 
quence to delay the work. 

Where the Vein Widens. 

The next appearance of the vein is in 
the block between Sixth street and 
Broadway. Here it seems to widen out 
and make a turn, sweeping through 
a district bounded by Locust on the 
north and Market on the south and ex- 
tending as far east as Fourth street. No 
indications of it have been discovered 
west of Sixth street, between Olive and 
Chestnut, so the presumption is that 
it follows a southwesterly course from 
Broadway to Thirteenth and Spruce 
streets, where it again broadens out ta 
include the territory covered by the City 
Hall andthe Four Courts, and then dis- 
appears south of Spruce street in the old 
Mill Creek Valley. Its course for the 
whole of this distance is fairly well de- 
fined. There are also outcroppings of 
it in other localities that indicate a 
much larger and longer vein, and from 
Biddle street all the way through the 
central portion of the city to the site 
of the new Postoffice at Eighteenth 
street and Clark avenue no locality may 
be positively said to be free of quick- 
sand. 

A Very Stubborn Pocket. 

At Seventh and Biddle streets the 
sewer contractors have encountered a 
very stubborn pocket of quicksand, 
which some engineers believe to be the 
beginning of the vein, and others think 
is a surface outlet of another tremen- 
dous vein farther north that has been 
the cause of thousands of dollars of loss 
and months of delay in completing the 
new flow line which is being built from 
Chain-of-Rocks to Baden. The sewer 
work seems to have fallen into the 
very middle of this pocket an@ after 
trying all the usual uevices to hold the 
quicksand in check sufficiently to con- 
tinue the work through it the contrac- 
tors had finally to resort to the freezing 
process. Freezing is accomplished by 
means of an apparatus similar to that 
used in an ice plant, modified to suit 
the underground conditions, and when 
the quicksand becomes solid it is taken 
out in blocks to the required distance 
and the steel tube of the sewer is then 
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driven in and clamped into place while 
the sand is still frozen. 

“If that quicksand at Seventh and 
Biddle streets had gotten away from 
us,’’ said Sewer Commissioner Fard- 
well, ‘“‘there is no telling what might 
have happened. There is a big tenement 
house full of people on the corner under 
which the work is being done, and set- 
tling would be a very mild word to use 
to describe what might have happened 
if we had failed to hold the quicksand 
in check and it had flowed out of its 
pockets and into the sewer. 

“Since we have begun deepening the 
sewers in the downtown districts we 
are constantly encountering quicksand 
and have to be continually on the watch 
for it. We have found it practically all 
over this section of the city, and in some 
of the northern and western sections 
also. 

“It has been said that with so much 
quicksand underlying the city a subway 
would be practically an impossibility. I 
do not think it would be any more of 
an impossibility than are the sewers 
which we are buiuing now. Modern en- 
gineers can do so many things that were 
impossible years ago, you know. The 
tunnel under the Hudson River is built 
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through quicksand for almost its entire 
length, and a subway under St. Louis 
could be constructed just as that was 
built. The main point is to keep the 
quicksand from getting out of its nat- 
ural vein, or pocket, and if that cannot 


be done in one way it can in anothely 


If an engineer knows his business an 
the contractor knows his and does his 
work well and carefully nothing is im- 
possible.”’ 

Though the site of the Postoffice was 
the first point at which quicksand was 
discovered, it is not the must westerly 
point at which this formation has been 
found. There is a suit now pending 
against the city of St. Lou's for dam- 
ages to the walls of a substantial brick 
building alleged to have been caused by 
deepening the sewer at Tenth and Lo- 
cust streets. Quicksand was found in 
this locality and the belief is that a 
portion of it leaked through into the 
sewer trench and thereby caused a 
settling of the walls of the building. 
The vein may therefore be said to run 
from Seventh and Biddle in a generally 
southwesterly direction to Olive and 
Tenth, and making a turn east there. to 
follow the course before described. Some 
ef the new sky scrapers in the af- 


fected district appear not to be built 
over this formation, notably the Wright 
and the Liggett »yuildings, and all those 
on Fourth street and farther east are 
beyond the quicksand zone and stand 
upon solid rock. 

In the National Bank of Commerce 
Building 80-foot concrete piers will be 
constructed to tie the great superstruc- 
ture to the solid rock beneath, and these 
piers will be sunk through the danger- 
ous quicksand and anchored firmly to 
the underlying rock. The work of build- 
ing them is progressing slowly, though 
it is being carried on night and day. 
No hammers nor machinery of any kind 
is being used, except the donkey engine, 
which hoists the workmen and the buck- 
ets in and out of the wells, and the air 
pumps which supply compressed air for 
the pneumatic caissons. Two kinds of 
caissons are used as a basis for the con- 
crete piers of this building. The first 
is a plain six-foot steel shell, which is 
driven down in six foot joints by means 
of hand-worked jack screws until it is 
two feet below the surface of the quick- 
sand. The quicksand that is in the cais- 
son is then taken out and another joint 
of steel is added to the top, the joints 
being firmly riveted together as the

work progresses. When rock is reached, 
the caissons are filled with reinforced 
concrete as far up as the floor of the 
basement of the building. According to 
the original plan, this was the only type 
of caisson: to be used, but the contract- 
ors have found conditions so difficult to 
overcome that they have decided to con- 
struct all the other piers by means of 
pneumatic caissons, just as bridge piers 
and stibmarine tunnels are built, and 
so obviate all possibility of an outflow 
of the quicksand. 

The danger to the workmen will also 
be less in the pneumatic caisson work, 
for in sinking the steel joints of the first 
type of caisson the men have to work 
in wood shells, reinforced with steel 
bands, which are lowered from section 
to section of the steel shell as fast as 
it is put together. There is always 
danger of the wooden shell collapsing, 
or of the sand coming into it too fast 
and burying the workmen, and, as they 
go deeper into the bowels of the earth 
and the air becomes unfit for breath- 
ing, of an accident to the machinery, 


causing a stoppage of the supply of 
fresh air that is being pumped into the 
The risk is considera- 
bly less in the pneumatic caisson, be- 


well from above. 
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Scotland’s 


HERE is a unique model village 
T situated at Cockerhill, near Glas- 
gow, Scotland, which is entirely 
inhabited and managed by railway men. 
Eleven years ago the directors of the 
Glasgow & Southwestern Railway de- 
cided to build their engine sheds at 
Cockerhill. At the same time they de- 
termined to house a large number cl 
their employes in the most comfortable 
manner possible. The result of this 
is seen in the model village of today--a 
Village tenanted by some 700 people, and 
possessing an organization of which no 
other community can boast. 

The village belongs entirely the 
railway company, who spent over $350,000 
in buying land and erecting the houses. 
Each of the tenants has a bit of ground 
attached to his house, where he can 
cultivate flowers and vegetables, and 
his skill in this pursuit is stimulated 
by an annual show. There is a health) 
rivalry among the plotholders whic! 
makes for perfection and a fine show 0 
blooms. The company holds a good dea: 
of land that is at present unoccupied, 
and this has been handed over to the 
tenants to cultivate until] it may be re- 
quired for other purposes. 

The affairs of the village are man- 
aged by a committee of 31, elected by 
the tenants. The committee has regular

exercised to prevent accident. Six of 
the first type of caisson have already 
been partially completed and three of 
them have reached bedrock and are 
ready for the concrete. All the rest of 
the 42 piers which are required for the 
building will be constructed with com- 
pressed air. ) : 
What the Caigson Is. 

The pneumatic caisson consists of a 
cylindrical steel air chamber six feet 
in diameter and about twelve feet high, 
which is connected with an upper air 
chamber by a steel shaft just large 
enough to admit the body of a man. 
This shaft is provided with a ladder 
set close to its wall, which affords 
means of ascent and descent for the 
workmen in the lower chamber and at 
the same time does not interfere with 
the passage of the bucket through the 
shaft. It is set in a solid block of steel- 
walled concrete of the same diameter 
as the lower chamber and is provided 
with air-tight doors at either end. An 
air pipe which supplies the compressed 
air to the lower chamber is set in 
one side of the concrete block. The 
pressure in the lower chamber is 2 
pounds to the inch, while that in the 
upper chamber, or air-lock, as it is 
called, is the same as the outer air. 
Workmen enter the air-lock and the 
doors from the shaft into the upper and 
lower chambers are cpened, equalizing 
the pressure and preventing injury to 
the workmen as they descend. When 
they are once in the lower chamber the 
doors are shut and the tremendous 
pressure holds the quicksand back, and 
as the weight of the concrete and iron 
above gradually drives the caisson 
threugh the yielding mass the workmen 
shovel the superfluous sand into the 
bucket and send it aloft. 

Concrete joints are added at the top 
as they are needed, and when rock is 
reached the entire shell below and 
above is filled with concrete up to the 
level of the basement floor, and the 
great steel columns of the skcleton 
structure will rest on these piers. No 
foundation walis other than the outer 
walls of the basement are used in 
modern constructiog, the weight of the 
building being supported on the con- 
crete piers, which In this case will be 
nearly half as de@p as the building is 
tali, 80 feet below the ground and 2% 
feet above. The plers will extend round 
the outer edge ¢@f the floor area of 
the building and in a hollow square 
halfway between the center and the cir- 
cumference of the foundation. 

Engineer on the Work. 

“There is more quicksand on the 
western side of this lot than on the east 
side,"" said H. W. Baum, the engineer 
in charge of the work.

The knives grind the cabbage to 
shreds in no time and a perpetual 
snow storm of ‘“‘slaw”’ falls from the 
hopper into a big, wet pen where are 
twe or three negro men with huge 
forks and another presiding over a 
barrel of salt. The latter individual 
keeps hard at work sprinkling salt over 
the ‘‘slaw.’’ 

After he has salted the shredded cab- 
bage to just the right taste it is forked 
into kegs by other negroes. All of 
them wear rubber boots and tread the 
chopped-up cabbage under foot. 

Then there are other negroes in rub- 


ber boots outside the pen into which the 
slaw falls. As soon as a keg is filled 
these outside men hop into it and 
dance a sort of fandango atop the 
kraut to pack it down. Their active 
feet, clad in heavy boots, soon com- 
press the kraut into a very small space 
and pack the keg tight. 

Once filled with kraut the kegs are 
passed along to the cooper, who puts 
heads on them, lays a heavy stone on 
each keg, and sets them to one side to 
ferment. That process takes three 
days. 

During fermentation a froth forms on 
top of the kegs, reminding one of that 
froth which even the great lid of the 
aw can net always keep from exuding 


into sight. In this froth comes out all\ 
the impurities and any possible parti- 
cles of dirt that may have gotten into 
the kraut. 

After fermentation some of the 
kraut is kept in kegs, which are 
cleaned up and gotten ready for ship- 
ment. Other kraut is put into neat 
jars. 

The four carloads of cabbage make 
from 750 to 800 kegs and no stock is 
kept on hand. As soon as the kraut has 
fermented sufficiently to ship, out it 
goes into other cars run onto the spur 
ur track.

Pf. RUSS, a Gentry County (Mis-

®* tate Legislature, is ‘investing 
his money in homeless children.” ie 
has nine boys and giris, ranging from 
6 to 13 years of age, whom he haa, with- 
in the past two years, contracted to pro- 
vide for, educate and give a start in 
life. With a single exception none of 
the children is related either te himself 
er Mrs. Russ. © | 

Ordinarily, a man and wife would con- 
sider the care of nine children not their 
‘own teo big a responsibility to under- 
take, but Mr. and Mrs. Russ assert 
their intention of taking more children 
to care for, “if they find it feasible.” 

The Russ place is a pretty farm of 
165 acres, forming the apex of a tri- 
angie of which the other two angles 
are the towns of Ravenswood and Par- 
nell, both in Nodaway County. The 
farm is well stocked with cattle and 
horses and the land is rich. The home 
is @ pretty frame structure, surrounded 
by a carefully kept lawn, embellished 
with flower beds and shrubs. 

A rerorter for the Post-Dispatch Sun- 
Gay Magazine visited Mr. and Mrs. Russ 
at their cozy home recently and in- 
quired about the wholesale “adoption” 
of children. In tue neighborhood the 
echiidren are spoken of as having been 
“adopted,”’ but as a matter of fact, Mr. 
and Mrs. Russ merely have contracted 
with the Children’s Home Society of 
Missouri! to “‘raise’’ the children. 

First of the Nine. 
said Mr. Russ, “we have nine 
of them. The first of the nine was 
Fiorence. She is 6 years old and a 
daughter of my wife's niece. Florence 
is the only one of the children related 
to us. We took her into our home not 
quite three years ago. 

“About 18 months ago we took in Ivy, 
a girl 11 years old, and Charles, aged 13. 
They came from the St. Louis receiving 
station of the Children’s Home Society. 
All the others taken in since came from 
the same place. 

“In August, 1906, we brought to eur 
home #ilis, then 8 years old; Minnie, 
then 14, and Willie, then 5. On Aug. 17, 
this year, we brought Alma, aged 13; 
Maud, aged 6, and Arthur, aged 6, from 
Ft. Louis. Charles, Ellis and Alma are 
brothers and sister. We thought it 
would be rice te have them all to- 
gether.”’ 

The reporter asked if Mr. and Mrs. 
Russ ever had had children of their 
own. Mr. Russ shook his head sadly. 

“No,” said he, “‘we have “been~ very 
unfortunate in that respect.’ 

Tragedy of Years Ago. 

But the reperter learned that years 
@g0 another little boy and girl had 
heen adopted. They were George, who 
was killed In a railroad accident two 
and Lizzie, who 
grew to womanhood, married County 
Clerk T. 8. Cordell, became herself the 
mother of pretty little children, and 
then grew ill, died and was buried in 
the quiet @emetery at Maryville. 

So, even from the house where the 
little one-time homeless children work 
1. play, wedding parties have gone 
forth, laughing and glad, and white 
crepe, denoting the coming of death in 
youth, has swung seftiy against the 
front door beside which red roses biow.

Nothing of Their Past. 


“That is something we do not speak 
of,’ he said gently. ‘‘Not but that all 
of them are honorably born. There are, 
however, some things in the lives of 
their parents, which, for the child's 
sake, we would not make public. You 
see, sometimes a father or mother fails 
to live just right, and it\might be hard 
for the child if it were known just 
when and how parents had transgressed. 
No, I can not tell you of their past, or 
even their surnames. They have taken 
my name now, though they are not le- 
gally adopted. We prefer it that way. 
for their sake, so as not to defeat their 
chances of inheritancetfrom blood rela- 
tives. 

‘Really, 
only one or two actually orphans; that 
is, whose parents both are dead. 
The fathers of som> are living and the 
mothers of others. The parents of ene 
or two of the children are both living.”’ 

While this conversation progressed the 
little ones became aware that strangers 
were in the house, and they slipped, one 
by one,,into the neat and home-like 
sitting room, with its tasteful modern 
furniture and books. Shyly, they stood 
around, not speaking. Yet their faces 
were bright and open, wholesome little 
faces, full of color and health, good to 
look at, withal. No fear was expressed 
in their eyes, no cringing in their man- 
ners. Happy, lively, little people, thev 
looked like anything but the popular 
idea of foundlings. 

In one corner of the spotless room 
Was a capacious pine box, heaped to 
the brim with toys, books, dolls, wag- 
ons, horns and other treasures of child- 
life. 

Child Lessons in Honesty. 


“There are the bables’ toys,’’ said Mr 
Russ, “each one has his or her own 
playthings and none is allowed to take 
the property of another without the 
owner’s consent. That is an iron rule 
and they observe it very carefully. | 


think the most important lesson a child’ 


has to learn is honesty. That is the 
thing of all things I want to teach 
these children. One lesson in honesty 
is learned when we come to have 
a genuine respect for the property rights 
of others. That is why no child may 
play with another's toys without first 
getting the consent of the child two 
whom the toys belong. 

“I try to teach them to love the right 
and hate the wrong. That is the only 
way to make a truly good man or wom- 
an. But under no circumstances wil! 
dishonesty be condoned. They murt 
truthful. . 

“You ask about the toys’? I get theim 
some small present every time I go to 
town. You always know there's some- 
thing for you when fathers been t 
town, don't you?” he said, appealing 
to the children, who answered, smiling, 
“Yea, sir.’’ 

The children call Mr. and Mrs. Rue. 
“father and mother” of their own fre 
will, and the affection between the chi)- 
dren and their foster parents rea ly 
could be no stronger if the tle were 
one of blood rather than charity. 

“What are you going to ao with the 
children, Mr. Russ?’ asked the reporter. 

“All we want to do,”’ he anawered. “ja 
to make true men and women out of 
them. I had rather they would not be 
brilliant, at the expense of the'r char- 
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there are among the children , 
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ecters being clean. But I like a smart 
child and I think all of the nine are 
intelligent. I tried t0 select bright 
children, who could be trained into 
worthy men and women. I. studied 
phrenology once, and I think maybe that 
helped some in selecting them. 





“Every one of them wil! have an edu- 
cation. They all go to schoo! now. The 
district schoolhouse is three-quarters of 
« mile from the house, and ¢very morr.- 
ing the nine little ones go together. They 
are very fond of each other, and the 
elder ones care for and help the youhg- 
or ones.

NITED STATERS SENATOR 
WILLIAM V. ALLEN of 
Nebraska, Populist, talked 

continuously in 1899 on the silver bill 
for 2 hours. He was on his feet 
constantly except for a few mo- 
ments when a point of “no quo- 
rum” was being enforced. This is 
the record for the United States. 

The world record is held by Mr. 
De Cosmos, a member of the Leg- 
islature of British Columbia, who 
spoke against a land bill for 
hours without stopping for food or 
rest. He was scarcely given oppor- 
tunity to take a drink of water. 

Senator William A. Peffer talked 
in 1899 for 12 hours without food or 
rest. 

Senator Allen of Nebraska spoke 
for 19 hours in the United States 
Senate on the silver question. He 
talked continuously except for a 
half hour recess taken for lunch. 

Senator Thomas H. Carter of 
Montana spoke for nearly thirteen 
hours In 1901 in an effort to kill the 
rivers and harbors bill, which he 
succeeded in doing.

Heaved Missouri's Lonely Statesman, and 


Now “Lamma Hill” Is a Fine Macadam Way --- New Court House 
and “Dockery Park” Are “ Pets 


LEXANDER M. DOCKERY, for- 
mer Governor of Missouri, is suc- 
cessfully playing the role of a 

“soldier of the common good.” The 
particular role he plays is bumble, but 
of solid bencfit to the business men of 
Gallatin, the former Governor's home, 
and the farmers of Daviess County, of 
which Gallatin is the seat of govern- 
ment, 

The ex-Goverror, these days, is de- 
voting all his time to road working, 4 
thing that has been a lifelung passion 
with him. He has a gang of men un- 
der hira and ts busy making all the 
roads leadiny out of Gallatin as smootn 
as boulevards for a distance of a mii 
er more from town. 

His own services are donated free to 
the community and the money spent on 
the roads, to pay wages and for materi- 
ale and tools, is raised largely by pop- 
ular subscription. “Whenever ‘Dock 
as some of his intimates call him, 
wants money to ‘“‘work a roud,” it is 
forthcoming promptly. 

Rieht after he was nominated tor Gov- 
ernor Mr. Dockery came home and his 
fellow-citizens, regardless of party, 
gave him a rousing reception. One of 
the spcakers was R. J. Britton, a Gal- 
latin attorney and a Republican. 

“God made Lamma Hill, but Dockery 
improved it,’”’ shouted Mr. Britton in a 
burst of enthusiastic eulogy, and the 
nasembled citigens of Daviess County 
yelled an approval that echoed far 
along the slopes of that “‘made and im- 
proved hill.”’ 

“Lamma Hill’’ descends fron Galla- 
tin toward ‘‘the junction,”’ two miles 
distant, where the Wabash cepot stands 
and where the traveler from St. Louls 
leaves the train and takes ‘a bus” for 
the “City of Gallatin.” 


No Half-Hearted Hill. 

It is no graceful, half-hearted sort 
of a hill, is Lamma. It is a tortuous 
stubborn, limestone-seamed creation that 
made a splendid, virile sort of a hilt 
when it lay untouched in the lap of 
nature. But as a road, “Lamma Hill" 
was a failure. 

Mr, Dockery, as he started to and 
returned from the hall of Congress and 
later to and from Jefferson City, was 
bumped and jolted over the hil. It got 
on hia nerves, Lamma Hill did, for 
it was not the kind of a highway to sat- 
fafy a good roads lover. 

So in the “long vacations’ -between 
congressional sessions, Mr. Dockerv 
built a splendid driveway over the hill. 
but scrub timber grew up alongside 
and weathering exposed great jagged 
edges of the limestone foundation in the 
course of time. 

“Once I was riding in the bus," the 
former Governor remarked the other 
day. “and a locust tree by the road 
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HERE is the man or woman 
whose pulse would not beit 

, faster at* the prospect of wak- 
ing some morning to find that For- 
tune had showered riches on him 
or her by a turn of her magic 
wheel—that days of struggle and

Joy the luxury of living without toil

row? Why. the mere prospect of a 
consummation #o delightful as this 
sufficient to bring a ray of sunshine 
into the darkest life and to make the 
present bright with anticipation of the 
future.

knocked a traveling man’s valise off the 
top ef the bus. That shows you how 
bad the brush and the timber was. 
‘Then, a road’s got to have sunshine, 
anyway, by trig, if it‘s a good road.” 

This summer the ex-Governor shaped 
his business affairs so that he could de- 
vote himself exclusively to road work. 
And he smote “Lamma Hill” hip and 
thigh. He made relentless war on the 
offending brush that swept down the 
traveling man’s valise. He cut ditch- 
drains at the roadside. He put down 
macadam in scientific fashion, and gave 
to the surface of Lamma Hill road a 
curve that is a thing of beauty, if not a 
joy forever,*at least a joy until the rains 

and the years shall have altered its 
graceful sweep. 

Blasted for Ditches. 

“You see,”” says the ex-Governor, ‘a 
road surface must be curved on top— 
must be convex. That’s *-« the water 
to run off. You must have the right 
kind of ditches, too, to carry the water 
away. Look here:”’ 

The ex-Governor and the reporter for 
the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine 
were in a buggy, driving over Lamma 
Hill itself and feasting their eves on the 
superb convexity of its surface and its 
admirable ditches 

“Look here,’’. said the road-making 
statesman, “the side of the hill at this 
point is all rock and we had to blast to 
get the ditch through.”’ 

He pointed to the ground at the edge 
of the road. A neat ditch had been cut 
there and in the serried masses of rock, 
rising sheer and bluff above the road, 
Were Wavy marks showing the location 
of each individual blast. The general 
appearance reminded one of that kind 
of chipping seen in perfect Indian ar- 
row points. It was a pretty piece of 
work. 

On the other side of the road lay the 
vanquished enemy, the locust brush. 
These proud swashbucklers of Lamma 
Hill were stretched out ignominiously, 
a dozen feet outside the road. They 
were turning brown with decay. Dire 
punishment had been meted out for 
their insult to the traveling man’s valise 
and their obstruction of the sunlight 
from Lamma Hill roaa. They had been 
hewn to the ground. 

On the right, where the locust scrubs 
stood of yore, is a narrow valley in 
which flows Grand River, a_ lovely 
brook, too tiny and too pastoral! to merit 
its high-sounding name. The creek val- 
ley is heavily wooded and possesses 
scenic beauties. One can enjoy the 
beauties of nature along Lamma road 
now, since “Dockery improved’ that 
thoroughfare. . 

As the ex-Governor and the reporter 
drove further along this “improved” 
road they passed several - ‘farm houses. 
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third prise of $400,000 fell to a poor 
cherry seller and a few of his friends 
who had subscribed to purchase ticket 
No. 16,654, while prizes of $200,000 and 
smaller amounts (each a fortune in it- 
self) raised other participants in the 
lottery from poverty to wealth.

In front of each, where the gateway 
opened onto the road, was a neat cul- 
vert, built of earth and limestone, with 
u tile beneath for the water to flow 
through. 

“I put.in those tile,’’ remarked the ex- 
Governor; “‘we were under no legal ob- 
ligation to do it, you know, but if it 
hadn't been done they'd have stopped 
up the ditch.”’ 

He showed the reporter how the ma- 
cadam had been laid and then, partly by 
hand und partly by droppings from 
wagon wheels, had been covered with a 
thin laver of dirt and clay, which 
smoothed over the rough bits of lime- 
stone and made a surface almost like 
asphalt. 

“There are three things to look out 
for in roac building,’’ says the former 
Governor. ‘The first is to have your 
road bed slope so that tre water will 
all run off. Then you niust have ditches 
to carry the water away and they must 
be built so that the deepest water al- 
ways Will be away from the road. The 
last consideration is smoothness of sur- 
face.”’ 

Then the puggy made a quick trip to 
a street on the edge of town which the 
ex-Governor was in the yery act of 
‘‘working.’”’ This street is hilly and 
when Mr. Dockery tackled it, it was 
gsullied every: where and tittered with 
many boulders. The boulders were got- 
ten rid of, cither by casting them to 
the side or utilizing them as a fourda- 
tion for filling in the gullies.

Mr. Dockery’s ejaculation ‘“‘by trig’’ 
is quite as famous in his community as 
is the “by George’ of President Roose- 
velt. 

The dynamitine squad was stopped 
trom its labors long enough to pose for 
a picture.

I began the work on this scale when I 
wis Mayor of Gallatin, some years be- 
fore I went to Congress. I was in Con- 
gress sixteen years and in the long va- 
cation I’d always put in my time work- 
ing the roads and streets.

We're going to 
work it now. Let me have a ceuple of 
dollars.” In that way he always gets 
what money is needed.

Fina’ 
ly, one Sunday, when he was takine 
dinner at my house, I taxed him wit» 
it. ‘By trig, I have been thinking abou! 
it,, he says. And the next day he closed 
the trade for the seven acres and do 
nated the property to the town. The 
he pitched in and built a  speaker’s 
stand, moved the old bandstand fro 
the Courthouse lawn out there, worked 
roads, built a galvanized tron refres))- 
ment pavilion and toolhouse, had city 
water run out there and made the plac- 
beautiful. We raised money for the 
improvements, but he puc up cash 
along with the rest of us. 

“He’s going to put a fountain ow’ 
there and make it the prettiest place of 
the kind you ever saw. We're trying 
now to buy l2 acres of fine timbered 
land lying right next to the park. We 
named the place after him—‘Dockery 
Park.’ And we certainly are proud of 11 
and of him.”’

he can think his own thoughts and do 
his work unm-lested. 

When Hall C..ine is in London he lives 
in Whitehall Mountains, the huge build- 
ing with which Jabez Balfour adorned 
the Thames embankment, and in which 
many clubs are housed and many well- 
known people reside.

Fw Wynen seem to understand that 

reo! jewels are only for evening wear, 

and that false ones, except under excep- 

tinral circumstances, are never permis- 
sible. 

A short time ago a Chinese gentle- 
man, when asked what he most no- 
ticed in the Manners or Customs of 
Americah Women, answered that he ob- 
served in them, even among the most 
refined and cultured, a habit of dress 
confined to ’Arriet and Hangelina in 
England—namely, that they wore 
watches pinned to their bodies in the 
evening, even at formal affairs. 

The watch is a necessary and useful 
adjunct to the attire, but it is not pure- 
ly an ornament, and if it is worn out 
of working hours, it should be attached 
to a chain or an inconspicuous fob and 
kept out of sight. 

In fact, this is always better taste 
than holding it constantly in view, 
though this custom is often unavoid- 
able for a business woman, and is then 
pardonable. 

Another common fault is the wearing 
of two or more chains at the same 
time. Where a watch chain is worn, 
no other is necessary; and where a Key

It is no longer the fashion to have 
bracelets match; in fact, the two worn 
should be as unlike as possible. If but 
one is worn, it should be on the left 
arm. 

Men are allowed rings on the thumb 
or the little finger, but women should 
avoid this custom. The ring finger is 
really the only permissible one, and the 
only one not conspicuous and out of 
taste. 

Do not load the fingers with rings. At 
most, two on each finger is the limit of 
good taste; and if you are afflicted with 
a mania for ring wearitig; you can, like 
the former Queen of Spain, dhange them 
every half hour for some new and eb- 
orate combination. 

Earrings are a felle of primitive 
times. They belong with the nose and 
the tongue rings. If you must wear 
them (they are becoming, by the way, 
only to elderly Women), use a simple 
diamond or pearl stud, never anything 
extremely brilliant or gorgeous. 

And do not wear drop earrings. Most 
women would be surprised did they 
know how quickly they age in appear- 
ance when they don a pair of earrings 
of this old-fashioned sort. 

Jeweled combs are always out of 
place. Jewels should adorn only real 
tortoise shell—which puts them perma- 
nently out of the reach of most of us! 
For evening wear a simple gold or sil- 
ver band may encircle the euge of the 
comb, but “only this and nothing 
more.” 

You are making a great mistake if 
you wear real and valuable jewelry at 
work and when not in full dress. Aside 
from the temptation you offer to thieves 
and the opinion your companions will 
acquire of your “commonness,” no one 
will finally believe «hat your orna- 
ments are not false.

“The use of artificial. hair of good 
quality is not half so deleterious as is 
generally imagined. Puffs, curls, braids 
and switches, made from what is known 
as live hair, if kept clean and sham- 
pooed regularly, will not kill the natural 
hair, nor induce the growth of any 
scalp disease. Two things do injure 
both scalp and hair; one is the use of 
rats made from dead, unventilated hair 
or wool, which, like one bad apple in 
a barrel of sound ones, will generate 
germs and cause scalp affections. The 
other is ratting the hair in order to

rake the pompadour look fuller. For 
present-day fashions in hairdressing, 
the pompadour is waved only a little 
and then arranged around the face like 
one solid, smooth puff; loose fluffy ef- 
fects, or high pompadours built over 
huge rate are not in vogue.” 

The woman who has most diffiquity 
in matching her hair is she who has 
pure white locks, which just now hap- 
pen to be very much in vogue. Very 
little genuine white’ hair is on the mar- 
ket, and it costs $150 for a two-ounce 
switch. Most of the white hair which 
will crown the heads of grand dames 
during the opera season this winter will

come from the tails of goats raised in 
Turkestan. This hair in its original 
state is coarse, woolly and pinky, but 
after it has passed through certain 
chemical processes and manipulation it 
comes out as soft and often more silky 
than human hatlr. 

A great deal of hair rold on the Mar- 
ket comes from the heart of a China- 
man’s queue. The queue is thinned out in 
the center, the coarse hair is treated 
chemically and with bleaches until it 
ig soft and the desired color. Strangely 
enough, this apparently coarse and stiff 
hair appears after treatment as the 
most desirable switch on the market, 
the naturally Wavy grade. 

One of the most difficult tints to 
match in puffs and curls is the real 
pale gold natural tone, which has no 
glint of peroxide, but rather a sugges- 
tion of brown. Most of this blonde 
hair comes from Sweden and Germany, 
where it is purchased annually by hair 
experts who Canvass peasant districts 
for desirable crops of healthy hair. The 
red-gold and bronze gold tints age al- 
most invariably the result of dyes, and 
so it is not difficult to match the so- 
called natural hair of miladi with the 
product of the shop. 

The purchase of false hair is only the 
beginning of miladi’s financial prob- 
lem, for it must be kept In perfect con- 
dition or it will look “‘mussy.’’ Mest 
fastidious dressers have two sets of 
curls, puffs, pompadours or transforma- 
tions, and one is always kept at the 
hairdresser’s for cleaning, curling, wav- 
ing, etc. Very few women know how 
to adjust false hair effectively, se the 
woman who has no maid at home is 
compelled to visit the hairdressing shop 
almost daily. 
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AUTUMN LEAVES VERY POPULAR FOR WEDDINGS 


LOWERS from the fields and roadx 

F and autumn leaves are the princl- 
pal decorations for a country 
wedding. Autumn’ leaves have grown 
to be as popular as American Beauties 
for house decoration, and they are par- 
ticularly attractive when used in large 
quantities in very light rooms, bay 
windows and verandas. There are some 
few flowers which go very well with 
the leaves, but they must be chosen 
with care. Generally Speaking, no 
flowers but chrysanthemums or Queen 

Marguerites, especially the red and 
white varieties of the latter blossoms, 
look well actually mingled with the au- 
tumn leaves. 

This applies to the garden blossoms, 
for all of the field flowers look well 
with the autumn foliage. Both white 
and purple roadside asters, Iron weed, 
milkweed, Meld Iilies and, above all. 
goldenrod are magnificent for use in 
decoration with the autumn leavers. 
Lucky the bride also who can have a 
sufficient quantity of the wild cardinal 
flower to make a brilliant Spot among 
the blossoms, for there ig no garden 
or hothouse flower, and nothing else 
in nature which affords quite 
transcendent brilliance, 
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beyond all comparison with other red 
blossoms.

Blue aiways brings 
good luck to the bride, and where is 
the blue which is half so blue ag that 
of gentians?

It must be remembered in using 
most of the wild flowers, however, that 
they lose most of their brilliance by 
artificial. light. 

So much for the blossoms which may 
readily be mingled in almost any goert 
of fashion with the autumn foliage, Bur 
it is necessary also to provide some sort 
of smaller decoration for the small 
tables at which the wedding breaxfast 
is served. The use or autumn leaves is 
usually confined to the decoration of 
the room itself, fireplaces and mantel 
pieces, and for the large table, if there 
be one, in the center. It is difficult to 
arrange the leaves successfully for the 
amall tables, and the same is true of 
goldenrod and the other targe wild 
flower decorations.

A 
wood brown sweater of a soft an! be- 
coming shade was made to hang almoat 
straight from the shoulder with ever so 
little curving at the waist, and it euded 
just at the point of the hips. Slender 
figures find these loose coats very 
graceful and smart. All the coat sweat- 
ers have collars and cuffs of a contrast- 
ing color. Dark ones are usually trim- 
med with white or with a shade very 
much darker than the bedy part. 


Fancy stitches are much more used 
than the simple knit pearl one or the 
double rib stitch, though there was an 
attractive white sweater in this rib 
stitch with garnet cuffs and collar in a 
fancy stitch.

German knitting yarn ts the material 
most in favor for sweaters. About a 
pound of this, or what is equal to four 
double skeins, will make a sweater of 
the average size, and with the needles 
the cost will not exceed $1.60. Of course 
the rest of the expense is counted in the 
time devoted te the work. 

While the very newest gweaters fasten 
well up about the threat and are coat 
shape, there are other models which are 
cut down te form a slight opening at the 
neck. If a belt Ils used at ell it goes 
eliher with a Norfolk sweater, which 
has pleats and openings through which 
the narrow knitted belt slips, or else it 
is five or six inches wide end clings 
close to the figure like a fitted girdle. 
The model favored last seasen was the 
short sweater having a ribbed belt end- 
ing just below the waist line. This sea- 
son there is a shaped skirt four or five 
inches deep finishing the belt to make It 
more like a coat. 

The sleeves are all quite plain, show- 
ing no fullness whatever, and they are 
knitted intu plain cuffs. If one has no 
knitted model to follow, then the best 
plan is to purchase a book giving full 
directions for knitting and an ilustra- 
tion te help one with the shaping. These 
books can be found in any of the shops 
where hand knitted sweaters and ma- 
terials are sold. They cost about & 
cents, and are really very explicit in 
their directions and easily followed 
White sweaters are more popular tran 
the colors, but if white is not desired 
then the wood brown or garnet is pre- 
feyable.

You may find a very goed remedy 
in a solution consisting of one dram 
of chloride of potash and one-half 
pint ef warm water. The meuth 
and gums should be washed with 
it several times a day. 


FOR A RHEUMATIC 


Dissolve five grains of carbenie 
or lithia in a tablespoonful of lemen 
juice and take a glassful ef car- 
bonated water three or four times 
a day. 


FOR TYPHOID FEVER 


The disease prevails in the au- 
tumn. It is most common at that 
season because people return frem 
a sojourn in the country where they 
have encountered a contaminated 
water supply, which is the com- 
mon source of contagion of the dis- 
ease 


FOR HOARSENESS — 


Take one teaspoonful of com- 
pound tincture of benzoin to a pint 
of boiling water and inhale the 
vapor, or vaporige the mixture with 
a steam atomiser. 


RHEUMATISM 

The following mixture may be 
used with good effect: Salicylate of 
soda, four dramas; mixture of nux 
vomica, two drama, and essence of 
pepsin enough to make six ounces. 
The dose for an adult is two tea-/ 
spooniuls every three hours. 

Phospate of soda may also be 
used with benefit. 


COUGH MIXTURE ‘ 


The following is a very good one: 
Murtate of ammonia, four drama: 
tincture of bieodreot, one dram: 
syrup of wild cherry bark, two : 
ounces, and brown mixture enough 
to make four ounces. The dose for 
an adult is one teaspoonful every 
two or three hours.
